T he Christian right will once 
again rear its guilt-obsessed 
agenda when Focus on the 
Family brings its “Love Won Out” 
conference - a series of seminars that 
teach adults how to manipulate their 
children into suppressing their sexu¬ 
alities - to Sacramento on Saturday, 
November 6. 

The conference - advertised by a 
brochure with faces of young, happy 
queer kids - will attempt to reveal the 
“pain of homosexuality” and its caus¬ 
es (i.e. an absent father) in the hopes 
that adults will bring back to their les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, and transgendered 
(LGBT) kids a message from God that 
LGBT people lead lonely lives. 

Conference speakers will include 
former drag queen and ex-gay poster 
boy John Paulk, as well as “former les¬ 
bian” Jane Boyer. Both Paulk and 
Boyer are members of Exodus Inter¬ 
national, an ex-gay ministry founded 
in 1976 by Michael Bussee and Gary 
Cooper, who later fell in love and de¬ 
nounced all ex-gay ministries as 
frauds. In an interview last year, Boyer 
said that while she was not attracted 
to her husband, she was in love with 
Jesus Christ. This week, Paulk told the 
Bay Area Reporter that he left homo¬ 
sexuality because he found men to be 
“very fickle.” 

“There was a lot of infidelity,” said 
Paulk. “Relationships became very 
emotionally dependent and addic¬ 
tive.” 

By treating homosexuality as an 
addiction, avenues like abstinence, 
12-step style programs, and utter fix¬ 
ation with cleansing the self of ho¬ 
mosexual desires are a routine path to 
becoming “ex-gay.” 

Many ex-gays in fact admit that if 
it were not for their belief in a disap¬ 
proving god, they would have re¬

esbian, gay, bisexual, transgender,

In recent years, the Halloween street cel¬ 
ebration in the Castro has been bigger than 
ever, despite the fact that the “official” city 
event was moved to the Civic Center in 1996 
in an effort to draw some of the hundreds of 
thousands of partyers from the Castro. 
While the “bridge-and-tunnel” crowd that 
swarms into the city to check out the queer

T he stolen truck of slain gay pastor 
the Reverend Edward Sherriff was 
found Saturday, October 23, near 
Sacramento, but no further information ap¬ 
pears to be available about the murder, and 
the Sacramento Police Department did not 
return several phone calls from the Bay Area 
Reporter this week. 

Sherriff, 68, was a pastor at the Cathedral 
of Promise Metropolitan Community 
Church (MCC) in Sacramento, where he also 
ran a food bank and a thrift store to assist the 
hungry and homeless. He was found stabbed 
to death in his home on October 20. Neigh¬ 
bors called police when they saw two men 
driving away in his vehicles. A second vehicle 
- Sherriff’s green 1998 Lincoln Town Car - 
remains missing. Police have said that because 
robbery was involved in the incident, there is 
no indication that the murder was a hate 
crime. Sherriff, however, had already seen his 
church vandalized twice, which included an 
arson that burned the church to the ground. 

The Sacramento area was the site of a hate 
crime recently, when Jewish synagogues were 
torched earlier this year. 

Also, to the north, near Redding, gay cou¬ 
ple Gary Matson and Winfield Mowder were 
murdered in their Happy Valley home; that

case also involved a robbery, and two broth¬ 
ers have been charged with the murders. 

Additionally, the religious right plans an 
anti-gay seminar in the state capital next 
week. Yet according to police, robbery seems 
to be the only motive behind Sherriff’s death.

revelry was generally well-behaved, there 
were simply too many “looky-loos” for the 
Castro neighborhood to handle. The streets 
were often virtually impassable, especially in 
ill-fitting shoes. 

And there were always a few drunken 
queer bashers - perhaps upset at their own 
ineptitude in costume design - that also 
helped start the event downtown. 

But the Castro street party could not be 
kept down. LGBTQQs have a mind of their 
own, especially when they have a cute outfit 
to show off. 

There is talk of millennium fever draw¬ 
ing record crowds to the Castro and to Civic 
Center this Sunday. In years past, many peo¬ 


ple have gone to both events. 

This year, however, the two major events 
are also community fundraisers. With a $5 
donation requested for the Castro celebra¬ 
tion, and $10 for the Civic Center event ($5 
for children under 18), Castro organizers 
hope people decide to pick one and stick 
with it. 

Gate volunteers in the Castro, dressed as 
“No on Knight ghouls and goblins,” will col¬ 
lect at least $5 from costumed partyers and 
gawkers alike to support the campaign to de¬ 
feat the Knight initiative. The March 2000 
ballot measure seeks to ban future recogni¬ 
tion of same-sex marriage in California.

Sailor trial goes to jury

f you’re a middle-aged man 
who likes sex with younger 
men, there are only two ways 
you can get it: pay for it, or take 
advantage of someone. This is, ac¬ 
cording to defense attorney Bruce 
Hotchkiss, an indisputable fact. 

Hotchkiss - representing for¬ 
mer Navy sailor Steven Nary, who 
was 18 when he had oral sex with 
and then allegedly killed 54-year- 
old publisher Juan Pifarre in 1996 
- told the jury that “no normal 
teenager” would have sex with a 
middle-aged man unless he was 
paid or coerced. And this was just 
the tip of the iceberg in his drawn- 
out closing statement that con¬ 
cluded on Monday, October 25. 

The murder trial of Nary was 
three years in the making and 
began earlier this month in San 
Francisco Superior Court before 
Judge Kevin Ryan. On Monday af¬ 
ternoon, jurors began deliberating 
as to whether Nary is guilty of 
murdering the man he went home 
with, had oral sex with, and fell 
asleep with before hitting him over 
the head with a mug, spearing him 
with a towel bar, and choking him 
for “no more than five minutes.” 
Nobody - including Nary - dis¬ 
putes that these events occurred. 
Nary’s sole defense is that he was 
fighting off unwanted sodomy. 

Hotchkiss, in a last-ditch effort 
to save his client, appealed to his 
imaginative side on Monday, com¬ 
paring Assistant District Attorney 
John Farrell to the victim Pifarre, 
and Pifarre to “a small minority of 
people who have sex with 
teenagers” like actor Woody Allen. 


Apparently unsettled by the 
prosecution’s strong case and Far¬ 
rell’s quick response to Nary’s in¬ 
consistencies, Hotchkiss said that 
the reason his client accepted $40 
and agreed to oral sex with Pifarre 
is that Pifarre was just as aggres¬ 
sive as prosecutor Farrell, forcing 
Nary to allow things he didn’t 
agree with. With this comparison 
in mind, Hotchkiss inferred that 
the reason Nary could not or 
would not answer questions on 
the stand is that he responds 
timidly in the face of aggression. 
Therefore, a juror is supposed to 
conclude, Nary’s failed attempt at 
a reasonable testimony is the result 
of being victimized by the prose¬ 
cution, much like the sex Nary had 
with Pifarre before killing him. 

Further “suggestions” - as 
Hotchkiss called his appeal to the 
jury - continued to unfold as 
Hotchkiss wrapped up his case. 

While the evidence remains 
the same on both sides, he said, it 
was all a matter of interpretation. 
Those cries of “Oh no” (followed 
by a gagging noise) heard by the

downstairs neighbor the night Pi¬ 
farre was killed were actually cries 
from Nary as he resisted a rape, 
according to Hotchkiss. 

And, drawing from evidence 
that showed Pifarre was arrested 
in the 1980s for having a fight 
with a 19-year-old man who 
claimed Pifarre came onto him, 
Hotchkiss pointed out that Pifarre 
said nothing in his defense. 

Saying nothing, Hotchkiss told 
the jury, was equal to admitting 
guilt. Perhaps Hotchkiss forgot 
the number of times that Nary 
chose not to respond to questions 
when he testified in his own de¬ 
fense earlier this month. 

There wasn’t as much creativi¬ 
ty involved in the prosecution’s 
closing statements, as the physical 
evidence and Nary’s testimony 
spoke volumes throughout the 
trial. 

Throughout his closing, 
Hotchkiss repeated, “This was a 
justifiable homicide. This was not 
unlawful.” 

A jury decision is expected 
within the week. ▼

Breast Cancer Action 
hosts third town hall 
meeting Saturday

IS f you’re one of the many peo- 
|| pie committed to fighting 
m breast cancer, ask yourself this: 
Can an end be in sight when many 
pharmaceutical companies that 
make drugs to treat breast cancer 
also produce materials known to 
cause cancer? This is a question 
that Breast Cancer Action (BCA) - 
a Bay Area nonprofit organization 
founded and led by women with 
breast cancer - wants activists to 
examine at its third annual town 
meeting this Saturday, October 30. 

The meeting, which takes place 
at the Unitarian Universalist 
Church in San Francisco, wel¬ 
comes seasoned and new activists 
alike to join in a discussion about 
corporate conflicts of interest and 
other issues that stand in the way 
of beating the disease. 

“Can corporations organized 
to profit from breast cancer be 
trusted to lead the research for a 
cure?” BCA asks in its literature. 

October is Breast Cancer 
Awareness Month, originally des¬ 


ignated as such by the Astra 
Zeneca Corporation, which BCA 
points out is a company that pro¬ 
duces both cancer drugs and can¬ 
cerous pesticides. Breast cancer is 
the number one killer of women, 
and 4,600 people in the greater 
Bay Area are expected to die from 
the disease this year. 

Saturday’s keynote speaker will 
be Dr. Julianne Malveaux, radical 
economist and author of Sex, Lies, 
and Stereotypes. Novelist and cul¬ 
tural commentator Anne Lamott 
will emcee the event. BCA will 
offer five different activist work¬ 
shops and present concrete ways 
in which each person can help to 
end breast cancer. Participants 
'will create a mural using pho¬ 
tographs and keepsakes of loved 
ones affected by breast cancer. 
Once completed, this large mural 
will be on display at various loca¬ 
tions around the Bay Area. 

“We are encouraging people to 
bring their color copies, photos, 
and momentos,” Barbara Brenner, 
BCA’s executive director, told the 
Bay Area Reporter, “to demon¬ 
strate how this affects us all.” 


Town meeting participants will 
also be encouraged to commit to a 
project over the next year, and be 
invited to join one of five BCA task 
forces: legislative action, treatment 
and scientific issues, media re¬ 
sponse, community outreach, and 
the Audre Lorde Action Brigade, a 
group of people willing to take to 
the streets for direct action. 

BCA is recognized for its advo¬ 
cacy on national and local levels, 
influencing public policy, con¬ 
ducting media campaigns, orga¬ 
nizing at the grassroots level, and 
educating through its English and 
Spanish newsletters. 

“We bring attention to the 
breast cancer problem,” said Bren¬ 
ner, “in a very different way from 
other groups.” Y

HMI seeks new courses for the millennium

T he Harvey Milk Institute 
(HMI), the world’s largest 
center for queer studies, is 
currently seeking course proposals 
for its spring 2000 semester. The 
deadline for proposals is this 
Monday, November 1. The catalog 
for the next term will be released 
in January, and the semester will 
run from late February through 
May. 

HMI typically offers over 100 
courses and workshops each se¬ 
mester, covering a wide variety of 
topics of interest to the lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, transgender, and 
queer communities, including 
art, activism, cultural studies, 
community history, literature, 
travel, and improving relation¬ 
ships. 

The spring 2000 term will be 
HMI’s sixth since its founding in 
1994. According to HMI Execu¬ 
tive Director and Dean Kevin 
Schaub, the institute strives to 
offer courses that will “help devel¬ 
op the queer individual as a whole 
person - artistically, culturally, 
spiritually, historically and sexu¬ 
ally.” 

For the spring semester, HMI 
is particularly looking for experi¬ 
enced instructors to teach litera¬ 
ture and history classes that focus 
on different ethnicities within the 
queer community, either through 
an examination of a single indi¬ 
vidual’s contributions or a survey 
of various figures, said Schaub. 
HMI is also seeking to increase 
the diversity of workshops and 
classes investigating various bisex¬ 
ual and transgender issues. People 
of all colors, ethnicities, and gen¬ 
ders are encouraged to submit 
proposals. 

Although the spring term lasts 
for three months, individual 
course offerings may be as short 
as a single session. HMI offers 
three formats: the single-session, 


three-hour workshop; the two to 
three day intensive workshop (a 
total of six instructional hours); 
and the short class series held for 
two hours on the same weekday 
evening for two to seven weeks (a 
total of 14 instructional hours). 
Classes are held at various loca¬ 
tions, mostly in the Castro or Va¬ 
lencia Street areas, on weekday 
evenings or on weekends. Antici¬ 
pated average class size is between 
15-20 students, although this may 
vary considerably. 

Instructors will be paid $40 
per hour, but those who can af¬ 
ford to do so will be asked to do¬ 
nate their time to reduce HMI’s 
costs. Teaching may be done by 
more than one person (although 
the $40 per hour salary will be

split among the instructors). 

To submit a proposal, include 
the name, address and social se¬ 
curity number of the instruc¬ 
tors); the proposed class title 
and format; a short narrative ex¬ 
plaining the goals and subject 
matter of the course (up to 200 
words); a resume or description 
of the instructor’s personal back¬ 
ground and qualifications to 
teach the course; and any special 
items or classroom equipment 
needs.

I f you went to a website that de¬ 
scribed you as a “homomani¬ 
ac” or said that you were “a ter¬ 
rible womanizer” would you want 
to censor the site? Most free 
speech advocates would say no. 
But what if you were a teacher and 
these comments came from 
anonymous students whose web¬ 
site helped other students choose 
their classes? This issue was the 
subject of a debate at a board 
meeting of City College of San 
Francisco last Thursday, October 
21, and in an effort to control the 
damage done by “false and defam¬ 
atory statements,” Daniel Curzon, 
an English professor, has filed a 
class-action lawsuit against the 
college on behalf of himself and 
other teachers, hoping to block 
the site. 

The website - www.teacherre- 
view.com - has been popular with 
students for the past few years. 
Students can anonymously post 
reviews of their professors without 
censorship on the site. While some 


teachers have fared well on the 
site, others have allegedly been re¬ 
ferred to with comments like, “He 
gave me a blow job” and “She loves 
to get freaked doggy style. After 
just two nights of her cooing, 
‘ooooh, please fuck my mouth,’ 
you will be convinced, too.” 

Such comments, according to 
Paul Wotman and Geoff Kors, of 
the law firm Wotman and Kors, 
are not only false, but constitute 
defamation. 

“There is no process by which 
‘reviews’ are checked for accuracy 
or even checked to determine 
whether the person submitting 
them has taken the course they 
claim to be reviewing,” the attor¬ 
neys said in a statement about the 
lawsuit. 

The site itself is actually con¬ 
trolled independently and off- 
campus, and City College officials 
said they have no intention of 
censoring the site or removing its 
link from the college’s main web¬ 
site. 

“The college should not even 
be named in the suit,” Ron Lee, 
City College’s legal counsel, told

the Bay Area Reporter. “If any¬ 
thing out there is defamatory, the 
college is not the author.” 

Lee added that the website 
holds no weight in the college’s 
own assessment of teachers’ per¬ 
formance. 

“The college doesn’t use any of 
that information on that site,” he 
said. “We have our own system of 
teacher evaluation.” 

Modifying the site’s content or 
blocking the site from the college’s 
main site, according to Lee, would 
violate the First Amendment. 

“We’re talking about a private 
website,” said Lee, “that students 
can access whether there’s a link 
from the college or not.” ▼

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Free speech won out 


O n page 24 of this issue, there is an ad¬ 
vertisement for Focus on the Family’s 
“Love Won Out” seminar that takes 
place in Sacramento next month. As we re¬ 
port on page one, the seminar is one of sev¬ 
eral taking place in other cities and is aimed 
at parents and school officials, whom orga¬ 
nizers hope will take a message back to 
youth that lesbian, gay, bisexual, and trans¬ 
gender (LGBT) people lead lonely lives. Ex¬ 
gay poster boy John Paulk is one of the fea¬ 
tured speakers, along with “former lesbian” 
Jane Boyer, who last year said that while 
she’s not attracted to her husband, she is in 
love with Jesus Christ. 

The decision to run the ad was not made 
lightly - in fact, it caused considerable dis¬ 
cussion at the Bay Area Reporter as we wres¬ 
tled with issues such as free speech and pro¬ 
moting homophobia, which groups like 
Focus on the Family thrive on. We also dis¬ 
cussed serious issues we have with the ad in 
that it is not like the ex-gay ads that ran in 
mainstream newspapers across the country 
last year. In those ads, the message that gays 
could change through prayer was clearly 
stated. 

Since the “Love Won Out” ad is subtle, we 
are concerned that someone who may be 
dealing with internalized homophobia or 
someone who is not yet comfortable with 
their sexuality may be drawn in to the semi¬ 
nar, which could have a harmful effect on 
someone’s life. We in no way agree with the 
ad. 

These “ex-gay” seminars like “Love Won 
Out” and groups such as Exodus Interna¬ 
tional are dangerous in that they claim gay 
people can change if they pray to God and 
get help from ex-gay groups. And, they pro¬ 
mote stereotypes about gays: That being gay 
is a sexual sin that can be easily changed by 
gays finding and accepting their latent het¬ 
erosexuality, for example. 

In the end, however, free speech won out 
over censorship and we decided to accept 
the ad. As a community, we have been cen¬ 
sored for too long. Mainstream media 
wouldn’t cover the LGBT community for 
years and even now, while some of the cov¬ 
erage continues to be biased, much im¬ 
provement has been made. In fact, the New 
York Times wouldn’t even print the word 
“gay” 10 years ago. Gay issues are regularly 


in the news these days, and that is evidence 
of progress in the community’s fight for 
equal rights. 

Gay newspapers were started to combat 
censorship of our community and to show 
that we have our own issues, problems, and 
above all, freedom, acceptance, and 
love. How could we turn around 
and impose that censorship on 
Focus on the Family just because 
we don’t agree with the ad’s mes¬ 
sage or what it is promoting - in 
this case the Sacramento seminar? 

We could not. 

The answer to bigotry and homo¬ 
phobia is not to shut the door 
on free speech, the answer is 
more free speech. Truth is 
achieved by exposing groups 
like Focus on the Family and the 
message it brings through its literature and 
seminars. Exodus International’s John Paulk 
may say that he found men “very fickle,” 
when he was a drag queen, but that can be 
argued for every type of relationship - gay 
or straight. In fact, the two men who found¬ 
ed Exodus International, Michael Bussee 


and Gary Cooper, later fell in love and de¬ 
nounced ex-gay ministries. 

As Supervisor Tom Ammiano told us, 
“These ex-gay events, as unattractive as they 
are, also serve to educate.” Where there are 
ex-gays, there are usually pro-gay people to 
counter the religious right’s message. We 
urge interested readers to help organize 
a response to next month’s seminar by 
e-mailing fearqueers@hotmail.com. 

As part of our decision to run the 
ad, we decided to donate all the 
money from the ad - $231.60 - to 
charity. A check was presented on 
Monday, October 25, to Rick Sali¬ 
nas, president of the AIDS 
Emergency Fund’s board of 
directors. We are comfortable 
in knowing that in an indirect 
way, Focus on the Family is help¬ 
ing someone living with HIV/AIDS to pay 
part of their rent or their utility bill. 

Education - not fear - is what’s needed 
to combat homophobia and the right-wing 
homophobes who try to tell us that God is 
punishing us for being gay. Nothing could 
be further from the truth. T

Proposition J: The road to hell

T he proponents of Proposition J - the 
plan to rebuild, widen, and expand 
the earthquake-damaged section of 
the Central Freeway - argue with the pas¬ 
sion of religious zealots that Armageddon 
will befall us if we tear it down and replace 
it with a surface boulevard. In their fire and 
brimstone ranting, they warn that a plague 
of gridlock, pollution and death will ensue 
if that stretch of highway isn’t rebuilt. But 
that four-block-long section doesn’t hold 
up the heavens and when it comes down the 
sky won’t follow. 

And all our transportation experts con¬ 
cur. Talk to Allan Jacobs, former director of 
planning in San Francisco; Peter Albert and 
Jose Luis Moscovich, transportation plan¬ 
ners with the County Transportation Au¬ 
thority who developed the Octavia Boule¬ 
vard Plan; or Stuart Sunshine, head of the 
Department of Parking and Traffic (DPT). 
Read Caltrans’ 1998 “Environmental As¬ 
sessment.” They all conclude that patching 
up this 1950s freeway will do nothing to 
solve today’s complex traffic problems and 
will only end up costing more and taking 
longer to build. 

Furthermore, a 1998 “Northern Access 
Study” done jointly by Caltrans and DPT 
concluded the Proposition J plan cannot 
provide convenient freeway access to north 
and eastside neighborhoods. But the boule¬ 
vard plan voters approved last year would. 

Proposition J proponents scare us with 
exaggerated traffic counts, warn of pedes¬ 
trian and bicyclist fatalities, and claim their 


plan is better for the environment. Why 
then do all pedestrian, bicycle and environ¬ 
mental advocates, including Walk San Fran¬ 
cisco, the SF Bicycle Coalition, and the Sier¬ 
ra Club support Octavia Boulevard? 

We need to remember that Oak and Fell 
streets were never meant to be the terminus 
for the Central Freeway. When it was origi¬ 
nally designed in the 1950s, the freeway 
was meant to extend west through 
Golden Gate Park and north to the 
planned Marina Freeway. It’s only 
due to the 1960s freeway revolt and 
the Loma Prieta earthquake that it 
now ends in the middle of a resi¬ 
dential neighborhood. Proposition 
J would only replicate and perpet¬ 
uate that mistake. 

On the other hand, 

Octavia Boulevard has 
been designed by trans¬ 
portation planners and engineers to effi¬ 
ciently move and disperse traffic, linking the 
freeway with Oak and Fell, as well as 
Franklin and Gough. Side streets, separated 
by tree-lined islands, would safely accom¬ 
modate pedestrians, bicyclists, and local 
traffic. 

The 10th anniversary of the Loma Prieta 
earthquake earlier this month serves as a 
vivid reminder that elevated freeways in 
earthquake country are foolhardy. In fact, 
Caltrans’ stated preference is to build new 
rather than to retrofit these old structures. 
The boulevard plan would provide new 
ramps, built to the most current earthquake 
standards, and a surface-level roadway. 

Walking beneath the freeway, one is re¬ 
minded of another safety issue - crime. 


Currently the elevated structure is a haven 
for prostitution, drug dealing, and other 
criminal activity. Proposition J’s proposal to 
double its width will only make things 
worse. Is this the sort of environment we 
want at the threshold of our new commu¬ 
nity center? 

On January 1, nine acres of Caltrans- 
owned land from Market to Turk will be 
transferred to San Francisco. Proposition I, 
co-sponsored by Supervisors Tom Ammi¬ 
ano, Sue Bierman, Leslie Katz, and Mark 
Leno, specifies this land shall be 
used exclusively for new housing 
and the construction of Octavia 
Boulevard. The land value is es¬ 
timated to be over $30 million 
with proceeds from the 
sale to be used for city¬ 
wide transportation im¬ 
provements. Proposition 
J would use and reserve this land for free¬ 
way expansion, preventing the construction 
of new homes and taking away transporta¬ 
tion funding. 

Yes, congestion is a problem in San Fran¬ 
cisco. Rational planning not hysterics is the 
way to a solution. We have learned from the 
demolition of the Embarcadero Freeway 
that we don’t have to compromise beauty 
and livability to move traffic. Given all the 
benefits of the Octavia Boulevard Plan, it’s a 
wonder why anyone would opt to patch up 
the stub of a 1950s freeway that will do 
more to despoil San Francisco than improve 
transportation. 

On November 2 vote “Yes” on I and “No” 
on J to build the boulevard. 

It’s the right road to take. T 
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Stop AIDS Project’s private space position 

Over the last several months, there has been much 
public debate over bathhouses reopening in San Fran¬ 
cisco. Some advocates are demanding that the gov¬ 
ernment stay out of our sex lives, arguing that private 
rooms in bathhouses would allow men to talk with 
their partners about the type of sex they want - in¬ 
cluding safe sex. Others are passionate in their belief 
that there is no way to regulate condom use in private 
rooms and that an increase in new HIV infections 
might result from allowing the baths to open. 

Much of this debate is based on an incorrect as¬ 
sumption. Bathhouses do currently exist in San Fran¬ 
cisco. The current policy of the Department of Public 
Health does not ban bathhouses per se; rather it pro¬ 
hibits private spaces in these commercial sex venues. 

Unsafe sex can happen in sex clubs without private 
rooms. Unsafe sex can happen in bathhouses with private 
rooms. The real question that needs to be addressed - at 
all commercial sex venues - is how can we encourage 
these businesses to voluntarily join the community’s com¬ 
mitment to safe sex? Do they provide free condoms and 
lube everywhere people have sex? Do they offer free HIV 
antibody testing and STD screening? How do they actively 
encourage safe sex? What do they do if someone has un¬ 
safe sex? Do they work with HIV prevention 
advocates to make certain that these questions 
are answered? 

It is the position of the Stop AIDS Pro¬ 
ject that wherever gay and bisexual men 
have sex - bedrooms or backrooms, adult 
video arcades or adult theaters, public 
toilets or public parks, sex clubs or bath¬ 
houses - preventing HIV is critical and 
that we each have a responsibility to our¬ 
selves and to our sex partners to prevent new infec¬ 
tions. Should private spaces be allowed in commercial 
sex venues, the Stop AIDS Prpject is committed to 
working with the owners and managers to help insure 
that effective, sex-positive HIV prevention programs 
are in place. 

AIDS is not over. In San Francisco, gay and bisex¬ 
ual men continue to constitute the overwhelming 
majority of new HIV infections. HIV can be prevent¬ 
ed. Each of us, positive and negative, has a role in 
stopping AIDS no matter where we are having sex.

Propositions I and J 

Paul Kozakiewicz’s “Guest Opinion” [October 14] 
regarding Propositions I and J was so full of fabrica¬ 
tions and half-truths that one barely knows where to 
begin refuting them. Let me begin, however, by ad¬ 
dressing the most obvious ones, logically, rather than 
using the contradictory numbers attributed to Cal- 
trans and quoted differently by both sides. 

1. First of all the “now sleepy intersection” of Mar¬ 
ket and Octavia would no more be subject to air pol¬ 
lution and road rage than Van Ness or Ninth Street 
which presently crosses Market with the same volume 
of traffic as would Octavia. One need only stand at 
those intersections at 5 o’clock to see the truth of that. 

2. Since the only Muni transit on the street at that 
point is the streetcar which only passes by every 10 to 
15 minutes, stopping occasionally for the red light, 
which already exists, it is hardly going to disrupt “the 
historic F line”. 

3. If the Octavia boulevard plan would result in 
“increased dangers to pedestrians and bicyclists,” why 
has it been endorsed by both the San Francisco Bicy¬ 
cle Coalition and Walk San Francisco? 

4. How can a surface level roadway possibly be 
more expensive and slower to build than the same 
roadway balanced on stilts? 

5. The real Champs Elysee, to which Kozakiewicz 
would compare Market Street, has no elevated freeways 
crossing it, but it does have several large boulevards. 

6. Perhaps his most cynical concern is for the well¬ 
being of the new gay community center at “ground 
zero” without mentioning that if Proposition J pass¬ 
es the present elevated freeway would be widened by 
two lanes bringing the speeding traffic only 30 feet 
from the building. 

Finally, his historical analysis is inaccuratf. In the 
late 1950s when it was decided that the Central Free¬ 
way “should be flown over Market street,” it was not, 
as Kozakiewicz asserts, for the purpose of “delivering 
its traffic to surface streets”. The freeway planners of 
the period never intended to end the freeway by 
dumping traffic in a residential neighborhood. The 
Central Freeway was slated to continue as an elevat¬ 
ed roadway all the way through the Panhandle and 
Golden Gate Park. From there it was supposed to 
meet up near the Golden Gate Bridge with the ele¬ 
vated Embarcadero Freeway that was at the same time 
making a path to Fisherman’s Wharf and the Presidio. 
The fact that both ended abruptly as freeway stubs 
was the result of the “Freeway Revolt” led by an out¬ 
raged citizenry who loved this city and refused to see 
it turned into a place like Detroit. 

The publisher of the Sunset Beacon and the Rich¬ 
mond Review should be honest about his real agenda 
which is to placate a few powerful west side politicians 
and advertisers who would sacrifice the well-being of 
another neighborhood and the city as a whole for 
what they perceive to be a slight savings in commute 
time. Perhaps these freeway advocates would be bet¬ 
ter served by pushing for the construction of an ele¬ 
vated highway from 280 across 19th Avenue. 

Octavia boulevard is a perfect compromise be¬ 
tween the East and West sides. It will not give every-

Hate crimes answers 

Fre<yCopp offers up a lot of questions concerning 
hate crimes and other analogous concepts (letters, 
September 23) and I thought I’d offer him some an¬ 
swers.

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DPH liaison only did half his job 

Thanks to the B.A.R. and reporter Terry Beswick 
for keeping the community informed about the de¬ 
parture of “gay and lesbian health services coordina¬ 
tor,” Dana Van Gorder. (Van Gorder quits LGBT 
health post, B.A.R., September 30.) 

I have known Dana Van Gorder for several years 
and have had many conversations with him. I am par¬ 
ticularly impressed by Dana’s vision of creating a 
post-AIDS gay community. 

In addition, Dana deserves all the praise I can 
muster for his steadfast work orfThe Community 
Center Project. Under his and the leadership of oth¬ 
ers, the dream many of us had will soon be realized. 
The community owes him a great debt of gratitude. I 
hope he receives the recognition due him. 

For those reasons, and because I genuinely like the 
guy, I’m sorry to state that I consider Dana’s tenure as 
LGBT liaison to be an abject failure. In fairness (as 
was partially noted in your article) he was hobnailed 
from the beginning by lack of time, resources, an ad¬ 
equate job description, and a clear directive from his 
superiors. But where Dana truly failed was in never 
having had the guts and uncompromising activist 
spirit to challenge San Francisco’s health care elite to 
serve queers better and more responsibly. As was 
made abundantly clear in the article, Dana has re¬ 
duced himself to singing the praises of his former 
bosses and echoing their foolish consistencies. 

The way I understand it, a “liaison” is a sort of 
diplomat who assists parties, who might occasional¬ 
ly be in conflict, to voice their differences and reach 
compromise. Dana chose to be merely a staunch 
mouthpiece for his employer - the DPH under Drs. 
Katz and Hernandez. By only re-emphasizing the 
policies of his employer, Dana only did half his job. In 
the process, he actively de-legitimized those brave 
voices of dissent that geeded and deserved his assis¬ 
tance whether he agreed with them or not.

Bauke and marty

U sually, the best place for po¬ 
litical mailers is in the recy¬ 
cle bin. But, Mayor Willie 
Brown’s piece,“Lessons Learned” 
addresses the ambivalence he re¬ 
ceives from voters. For me, it il¬ 
lustrates why a second term for 
Brown shows great promise and 
ultimately will be far better re¬ 
ceived by San Franciscans and se¬ 
cure his legacy as this city’s mayor. 
Any big-city mayor seeking re- 
election would envy Brown’s po¬ 
sition: crime reduced by 40 per¬ 
cent; unemployment dropped 
from 7 percent to 3.5 percent; a 
booming economy that has al¬ 
lowed needed investments in 
Muni, the parks, and the libraries; 
and Money magazine’s selection

this month of San Francisco as 
America’s best large city. 

Brown’s record - as it pertains 
to the gay and lesbian communi¬ 
ty - is stellar. No other declared 
candidate in this race either 
would or could have successfully 
stood up to the Catholic Church 
when the archbishop threatened 
to terminate social ser¬ 
vice contracts with the 
city because of the equal 
benefits ordinance. 

Brown did not blink; ul¬ 
timately he brokered a 
deal, negotiated with 
the help of the gay 
and lesbian 
members of 
the Board of 
Supervisors, 
and the church preserved services 
and offered domestic partner 
benefits. 

We should never underesti¬ 
mate the value of having a mayor 
with a clear 35-year record on gay 
and lesbian civil rights. The equal 
benefits ordinance is regarded a 
watershed by everyone from the 
Human Rights Campaign to the 
Wall Street Journal. Without 
Brown standing up to major in¬ 
stitutions from the Catholic 
Church to United Airlines, this 
would not have happened. 

I can think of no other big-city 
mayor in the country who has 
tapped gay and lesbian talent and 
leadership to the degree that 
Brown has: among the many this 
mayor has put in important posi¬ 
tions are: Dr. Mitch Katz as 
health director, John Martin as 
airport director, Mark Primeau 
as director of public works, Regi¬ 
na Minudri as city librarian, Rich 
Newirth as art director, Deborah 
Alvarez as children’s services di¬ 
rector, and Joe Grubb as the city’s 
rent board director. These people 
stand out among scores of Brown- 
appointed department heads, 
commissioners, and senior staff. 

Given this record, one might 
ask why Brown is facing such a 
tough re-election fight. Running 
the city is quite different than 
running the state Assembly, and 
Brown has learned some tough 
lessons. Brown’s relationship with 
the Chronicle and Examiner have 
not, to put it mildly, been produc¬ 
tive; the two dailies have high¬ 
lighted his every negative of the 
past four years. Still, the Examin¬ 
er, calling him by far the best in 
the race (“head and shoulders” 
above the others) recently en¬ 
dorsed him for re-election, as did 
the Chronicle., acknowledging 
that while they were his toughest 
critics, they clearly recognize that 
this mayor has the greatest capac¬ 
ity to lead our city. 

Some in our community op¬ 
pose Brown, citing his so-called 
“machine.” The reality is that San

Francisco is an overwhelmingly 
Democratic city and the differ¬ 
ences between all our leaders 
combined are trivial when com¬ 
pared to any other major city. 
Brown, in fact, has held public of¬ 
fice for 35 years so it is natural 
that he would have important re¬ 
lationships with every 
major political figure. 
This city benefits 
mightily from these 
relationships - fed¬ 
eral funding has in¬ 
creased 50 percent 
under Brown. His 
longtime friend and 
ally, Governor 
Gray Davis, 

_ recently 

brought ac¬ 
tion on gay and lesbian issues 
from state employee domestic 
partner benefits to banning ha¬ 
rassment of gay kids in schools. 
Look also at the fine print of the 
recent state budget: huge increas¬ 
es in state support for our parks, 
safety cameras on Muni, and 
other public projects. 

Brown also sees the downside 
to our prosperity - increased hous¬ 
ing costs and the pressure of chain 
stores. His first-term accomplish¬ 
ment of 5,000 new affordable 
housing units supports his pledge 
that housing will be his top prior¬ 
ity. I also believe he will benefit 
from the public seeing the results 
of his work restructuring Muni 
(even its harshest critics say that 
Muni service is finally improving) 
and promoting a renaissance for 
our parks. 

As one who has often been a 
critic of the homeless problem, I 
can tell you I have watched this 
mayor quietly expand homeless 
services and treatment, shelter, 
and transitional housing. In my 
mind, the homeless problem 
(particularly the multiplying 
shopping carts all over the city) 
remains an unforgivable blight on 
San Francisco, but this mayor has 
put policies in place that will hold 
people accountable for their con¬ 
duct, including enforcement of 
quality of life laws against va¬ 
grancy by those who consistently 
refuse the services offered. 

As for Brown’s opponents, I 
know some of them well. Frank 
Jordan is one of the nicest, most 
decent San Franciscans you might 
ever meet. Tom Ammiano is one 
of the best on the Board of Super¬ 
visors and continues to remind 
me much of the late Harvey 
Milk. Ammiano, however, has 
turned off many of his original 
supporters by his on-again, off- 
again, maybe-I-will, no-I-won’t- 
run version of the mayor’s race, 
and his belated write-in campaign 
is hard to understand. If Ammi¬ 
ano were serious about a candida¬ 
cy, he should have played by the 


rules that the others are playing 
by. A good guy, but he has no 
chance of becoming mayor this 
time around. 

San Francisco is a tough city to 
govern. The last two mayors were 
put through the grinder and de¬ 
nied second terms. Putting aside 
some mistakes that even he admits, 
I believe our incumbent mayor has 
earned the chance to finish the job 
and deserves another term. 

I urge you to join me on Tues¬ 
day, November 2, to re-elect Willie 
Brown.

Vote YES on Propositions A, B, 
C, D, E, F, G, I, and K.

District attorney candidate 
Bill Fazio picked up two very im¬ 
portant endorsements last week 
by winning the support of the 
Chronicle and U.S. Senator Di¬ 
anne Feinstein (watch Steve 
Castleman in this race, however). 

Just wondering: Why were 
Washington, D.C. gay rights 
groups so silent recently when 
one of their own, Donna Brazile, 
the first black woman ever so ap¬ 
pointed, was named manager of 
Vice President Al Gore’s presi¬ 
dential campaign. Brazile, a well- 
liked civil rights activist, has also 
been helping to organize the Mil¬ 
lennium March on Washington, 
an April 2000 event for the les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, and transgen¬ 
der (LGBT) community. 

Finally, a “well done” to the 
Reverend Mel White, a gay cler¬ 
gyman who took nearly 200 
LGBT people of faith to meet this 
past weekend with the Reverend 
Jerry Falwell and an equal num¬ 
ber of socially conservative Chris¬ 
tians in Lynchburg, Virginia, in an 
effort to communicate with Fal¬ 
well and his followers. White and 
others hoped to help Falwell un¬ 
derstand that the hateful language 
he has used for over two decades 
to describe gays (‘deviants” and 
“degenerates,” to name just two) 
only validates and even fosters 
anti-gay violence. Will it work? 
Who knows, but White deserves 
thanks for making the effort.

sexually explicit conduct are no 
more appropriate online than they 
would be at Thanksgiving dinner.” 

But now that one “submissive 
bottom” has risen up to challenge 
AOL’s commitment to the queer 
community in regard to the on¬ 
line user profiles, I thought I’d 
take a look for myself. 

These profiles are optional. My 
unscientific study of AOL user 
profiles reveals four basic types: 
the earnest, the adolescent, the 
personal ad, and the flasher. 

An earnest profile looks like 
this: Member Name: Sarah. Loca¬ 
tion: El Paso. Sex: Fe¬ 
male. Marital Status: Sin¬ 
gle. Hobbies: gardening, 
reading mystery novels. 
Computer: iMac. Occu¬ 
pation: Receptionist. Per¬ 
sonal Quote: “Freedom is 
just another word for 
nothing else to lose.” 

My designation 
of the adolescent 
profile reflects tone, 
not age. These pro¬ 
files read like those coded memo¬ 
ries listed under senior photos in 
high school yearbooks. There are 
lots of nicknames and abbrevia¬ 
tions. Double entendre abounds. 
An adolescent profile might an¬ 
nounce hobbies like talkin’ on the 
phone, playin’Vball on the B team, 
hangin’ on the steps, lightin* up, 
and DUH!! gettin’ HIGH w/my 
peeps. And hi to those bitch ass 
dykes on the third floor hallway. 

As is true of adolescent teasing, 
it’s hard to distinguish the friend¬ 
ly from the cruel in these profiles. 
They make use of words like 
“bitch” and “queer” often and tend 
to tread upon the gray area of 
AOL’s stated policy on language. 

The personal ad profile is gen¬ 
erally more explicit: “Member 
Name: top excellent condition 
looking for hot but... Hobbies: ff 
/sex /fingering yur but /sex/ u be 
hot and open u like nipple play 
cause ... Occupation: big nips 
hairy body but i like many types.” 

Sound familiar to readers of 
this paper? Does it sound cen¬ 
sored? This one happened to iden¬ 
tify as gay, but these personals ap¬ 
pear in all sexual persuasions. 

Flashers profile themselves not 
with a sense of search, but in the 
spirit of display. They tend to be 
quite explicit, apparently aiming 
to arouse and/or shock. For exam¬ 
ple, Sex: Male. Marital Status: 
married to all beautiful girls. Hob¬ 
bies: sex, girls, masturbating, pussy 
licking, fingering, size C or D tits. 
Personal Quote: shit... i love gor¬ 
geous girls ... especially when they 
suck my cock and swallow. 

Our “submissive bottom” is 
sounding pretty tame now, isn’t he? 

The personal ads and flashers 
clearly cross AOL’s guideline on 
Sex and Sensuality, which makes a 
distinction between “affection and 
vulgarity.” The policy states: 
“There is also a difference between 
a discussion of the health or emo¬ 
tional aspects of sex using appro¬ 
priate language, and more crude 
conversations about sex. The for¬ 
mer is acceptable, the latter is not.” 

Acceptable or not, this lan¬ 
guage floods the user profiles, and 
AOL holds two standards of un¬ 
acceptability: Prohibited and 
Posted Till Reported. 

I tried searching the user di¬ 
rectory with nearly 40 words that 
might reveal how much scrutiny 
these profiles endure. I tested 
words that were likely to be used 
in violation of AOL decorum. My 
searches included a variety of 
slurs (bitch, dyke, faggot, queer, 
nigger, chink, etc.), sexual roles 
(top, bottom, passive, domina- 


trix), sexual acts (masturbation, 
blow job, doggy-style, sodomy), 
and body parts (butt, penis, cock, 
beaver, clit). 

About a dozen words of my 40 
were forbidden. The AOL search 
engine simply blocked those 
searches and posted the following 
message: “You have asked to 
search for word(s) that violate 
AOL’s Terms of Service.” 

Prohibiting the use of particu¬ 
lar words takes the emphasis off of 
the who of censorship; the software 
blocks words not individuals. 
However, the use of slang and al¬ 
ternative spellings, in¬ 
cluding well-placed as¬ 
terisks, make it relatively 
easy to sidestep the pro¬ 
hibition and keep the 
j language of these profiles 
at gutter level without 
techno-detection. 

It is human detection 
that may be ap¬ 
plied with a little 
less even-handed- 
ness. AOL admits 
that this task is beyond their 
means, stating in the Terms of Ser¬ 
vice: “With all the content posted 
on AOL every day by our mem¬ 
bers, we can’t possibly monitor all 
of it, and we do not attempt to do 
so. Therefore, you might occa¬ 
sionally encounter something you 
don’t want to see. You can ignore 
it, but we prefer you report it using 
the Keyword: Notify AOL.” 

The key to AOL’s censorship 
process is the keyword: Notify 
AOL. 

As far as I could tell there were 
plenty of equally explicit descrip¬ 
tions of gay and straight sex - 
plenty, meaning that each of my 
successful search words brought 
up 100 “hits” indicating there 
were plenty more to be found. 

Many violations simply go un¬ 
seen except by those who are 
AOLooking! Of those lookers, 
some will be titillated and some 
will be tattlers. I suspect that the 
“If you see it, report it” policy sets 
into motion a homophobic bias 
that simply mirrors a larger cul¬ 
tural bias. The pattern of com¬ 
plaint is likely to reflect the Amer¬ 
ican attitude that gay sex is more 
offensive than comparable straight 
sex. After all, a gay kiss on televi¬ 
sion remains scandalous. I have no 
doubt that more sightings of ex¬ 
plicit references to gay and lesbian 
sex will be reported than sightings 
of language depicting heterosexu¬ 
al sex. 

And if AOL lets its complaints 
dictate the censorship pattern, 
then America’s intolerance of gay 
sex and its tolerance of gay-bash¬ 
ing are likely to reign on America 
Online, just as they reign in 
America offline. 

It seems to me a wasted effort 
to censor user profiles. After all, 
people are writing about them¬ 
selves. These profiles are not sent 
to anyone. They don’t end up in 
anyone’s mailbox. 

Users who don’t want to see the 
profiles can choose not to search 
them out. Furthermore, AOL’s 
Parental Controls and Web Con¬ 
trols allow for restrictions of online 
access. Let parents censor their chil¬ 
dren’s online activities, but let AOL 
not treat adult users as children. 

Then again, members are cus¬ 
tomers, and we can certainly take 
our business elsewhere. I am not 
ready to boycott at this point. 
There is little happening at Amer¬ 
ica Online that is not going on in 
America offline. 

But this year, you can bet that I 
am going to listen more carefully 
to what I say around the Thanks¬ 
giving table. ▼ 
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W ith 18 million members, 
America Online (AOL) 
ought to have better 
things to do than censor user pro¬ 
files. But apparently, a gay sub¬ 
scriber who listed himself as a 
“submissive bottom” had his pro¬ 
file deleted by AOL authorities. 

AOL messed with the wrong 
bottom. Submissiveness ended 
when the subscriber contacted his 
local ACLU in Fort Worth, Texas. 
As news of this apparent censor¬ 
ship spread, rumors of a gay boy¬ 
cott of AOL began spreading too. 

The current complaint against 
AOL is twofold. First, there is con¬ 
cern that a double standard is 
being applied in which concern 
with gay sexual content is deemed 
offensive while comparable 
straight sexual content is not. The 
second fear is that while AOL 
claims to prohibit hate speech, 
anti-gay hate speech is unchal¬ 
lenged by the AOL filters. 

Well, the A in AOL does stand 
for America, and, it seems to me 
that these complaints against AOL 
mirror current complaints against 
the American public. While AOL’s 
Community Guidelines suggests 
use of “common-sense principles” 
for how all members should be¬ 
have online, when it comes to is¬ 
sues of sex and tolerance, Ameri¬ 
ca lacks a common vision. 

Do we have common sense or 
common censorship? In an effort to 
standardize a level of expectation, 
AOL offers this measure: “In most 
places on AOL, vulgar language or 
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After four years of blown cases, 
bungled prosecutions and political 
grandstanding by the incumbent, 
it’s time for a new District Attorney.

F or over 100 years, police sur¬ 
veillance and sting opera¬ 
tions have targeted public 
toilets - or “tearooms” - frequent¬ 
ed by gay men in search of sex. 

Restroom facilities were prob¬ 
ably first used for sex in the days 
before indoor plumbing. In 
crowded urban areas, where fam¬ 
ilies and neighbors lived in close 
quarters and privacy was nonex¬ 
istent, sex could take place unob¬ 
served in outhouses. 

By the late 19th century, many 
cities were overcrowded and had 
poor sanitation. For public health 
purposes, public restrooms were 
built in parks and near transporta¬ 
tion facilities. Called “comfort sta¬ 
tions,” these restrooms dotted the 
landscape in cities from New York 
to Seattle. However, some men 
quickly began to use them for a 
different kind of comfort. 

As early as 1896, the public fa¬ 
cilities in Manhattan’s Battery 
Park and City Hall Park were as¬ 
sociated with homosexual activi¬ 
ty. The public men’s room be¬ 
neath Seattle’s Pioneer Square was 
a popular cruising area by the first 
decades of the 20th century. Dur¬ 
ing the 1930s, the Works Progress 
Administration (WPA) put the 
unemployed to work building 
hundreds of public restrooms in 
parks across the country, thus giv¬ 
ing an inadvertent boost to tea¬ 
room activity. 

Though it’s unclear when and 
where it originated, the slang term 
“tearoom” (that is, “t-room,” 


which was short for “toilet-room”) 
enabled men to discuss their pub¬ 
lic sexual encounters with each 
other in a coded way. Heterosexu¬ 
als understood tearooms very dif¬ 
ferently, as genteel cafes where 
people enjoyed afternoon tea and 
pastries. 

One historian notes that, iron¬ 
ically, the use of public facilities 
for homosexual encounters 
gave men a measure of pri¬ 
vacy. Sex in city parks was 
risky because it was out in 
the open. For many poor 
and working-class men, then, 
public restrooms doubled as 
private sexual space. 

But tearooms 
were also frequented 
by other classes. The 
washrooms of New York’s subway 
system were “ the meeting place 
for everyone,” as one man put it. 
A businessman on his way home 
to his wife and children in one of 
the outer boroughs could engage 
in quick sex at the end of the 
workday but still not identify as 
gay. With the growth of suburbs 
after World War II, tearoom activ¬ 
ity shifted away from urban cen¬ 
ters to rest stops on the highways 
that surrounded cities. 

From the very beginning, tea¬ 
rooms fell under police scrutiny. 
The first arrests in Manhattan oc¬ 
curred soon after the opening of 
public facilities in 1896. To cir¬ 
cumvent arrest, one man would 
often remain outside the restroom 
as a lookout, warning those inside 
if a policeman was approaching. 
An arrest could ruin a man’s life: 
When newspapers published the 


names and addresses of those ar¬ 
rested, men lost families, jobs, and 
housing. 

More intricate surveillance tech¬ 
niques soon came into use. In 1920 
in Boise, the men’s room at one 
downtown building, the Boise Val¬ 
ley Traction Company, was a pop¬ 
ular tearoom. During the summer 
of that year, the management 
hired one of its employees to 
spy through a hole in the 
men’s room ceiling. His sur¬ 
veillance resulted in the ar¬ 
rest and conviction of two 
men, who were sentenced 
to five years each in the 
Idaho State Prison. 

Entrapment was 
another method for 
policing tearoom sex. 
As early as the 1910s in New York, 
plainclothes officers entered park 
toilets and subway washrooms, 
pretending to be cruising for sex. 
In some cases, police decoys black¬ 
mailed men for hush money. In 
the early 1960s, a man in St. Louis 
admitted that he had made eight 
such payoffs to undercover cops, 
ranging in amount from $60 to 
$300 each, in order to avoid arrest. 

One of the most famous tea¬ 
room arrests in U.S. history took 
place in October 1964. That 
month, the District of Columbia’s 
vice squad began conducting sur¬ 
veillance of the basement restroom 
of the YMCA on G Street, just two 
blocks from the White House. Spy¬ 
ing through peepholes in the 
locked door of an unused shower 
room, police officers caught two 
men in flagrante delicto. The arrest, 
however, proved to be far from 


routine: One of the men was Wal¬ 
ter Jenkins, chief of staff to Presi¬ 
dent Lyndon B. Johnson. 

When the scandal broke, John¬ 
son made televised remarks saying 
he was as shocked as if his wife Lady 
Bird had murdered one of their 
daughters. Jenkins resigned, and 
Johnson - acting on the common¬ 
ly held belief that gay men were na¬ 
tional security risks - ordered the 
FBI to conduct a full investigation 
of Jenkins’s activities while in office. 
The 100-page “Report on Walter 
Wilson Jenkins,” released at the end 
of October, concluded that the for¬ 
mer chief of staff had never “com¬ 
promised the security or interests of 
the United States.” 

Despite the risks, tearoom ac¬ 
tivity has continued to the present. 
In a much-publicized incident in 
April 1998, singer-songwriter 
George Michael was arrested for 
“misdemeanor lewd conduct” in 
the public men’s room of Will 
Rogers Memorial Park in Beverly 
Hills when, according to his ac¬ 
count, a handsome plainclothes 
police officer entrapped him. 

“You don’t see it as a massive 
risk,” Michael later explained, “if 
there’s no one else around, and if 
there’s someone ... waving their 
genitals around in front of you.” 
Michael received a small fine and 
performed 80 hours of communi¬ 
ty service. His arrest, he said, 
brought him “into the political 
arena,” forcing him out of the 
closet and compelling him to 
speak out against the kind of po¬ 
lice entrapment that for decades 
has faced gay men seeking tea¬ 
room sex. T

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Reclusive Bodfish 
had stash of herbal 
remedies, vitamins

A t the time of his death, a 
large closet in the Orinda 
home of transgender mur¬ 
der victim Emmon Bodfish 
looked like a General Nutrition 
Center store, albeit an overstocked 
one. Top to bottom shelving had 
been installed in the closet and 
virtually every space from the 
floor to ceiling was packed with 
herbal remedies, food supple¬ 
ments, and vitamins. Bodfish, 56, 
was convinced he was dying and 
at times was so depressed he 
wished he was dead. He was a mil¬ 
lionaire who could afford the best 
medical treatment and the latest 
miracle cure. 

Bodfish’s battered body was 
discovered in his Orinda home 
nearly four months ago, but his 
spirit was broken years earlier. 
Ironically, through his extreme 
reclusiveness, Bodfish drove away 
the one thing that might have 
made a difference in his life: 
friendship. 

Bodfish’s friend Willow Oak 
Istarwood told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter she believed Bodfish’s de¬ 
pression stemmed from low self¬ 
esteem. From time to time, Istar¬ 
wood would leave reassuring and 
affirming messages on his an¬ 
swering machine. Bodfish told her 
those messages were like “anti¬ 
demon pills.” The demons, he 
said, were voices in his head that 
told him he was worthless. 

Istarwood speculated that be¬ 
cause Bodfish was conservative by 
nature, he had great difficulty ac¬ 
cepting himself as transgendered. 
Bodfish had told her he believed 
he should have been born a boy 
and speculated that his mother 


had taken medication while she 
was pregnant with him that al¬ 
tered his gender development 

Istarwood’s account to the 
B.A.R. conflicts with what Bodfish 
told other people, including his 
former caregivers, Jeanie White 
and Megan Timberlake, both of 
whom lived with Bodfish at vari¬ 
ous times in the early to mid- 
1990s. “She identified as a 
woman,” White told the B.A.R. 
“The male persona for her was an 
escape.” White, who refers to Bod¬ 
fish as a woman, said that Bodfish 
kept women’s clothes and make¬ 
up and wanted to keep his female 
identity. 

“She very strongly gave me the 
impression she wanted to be 
known as a woman,” said Timber- 
lake who also uses feminine pro¬ 
nouns when referring to Bodfish. 

In the years before his death, 
Bodfish isolated himself from all 
his friends. White, who replaced 
Timberlake as Bodfish’s caregiver, 
stopped working for him two 
years ago to deal with a crisis in 
her family. 

Although Bodfish was strongly 
opposed to traditional medicine, 
he had been seeing a psychiatrist. 
That psychiatrist has refused to 
talk with police so investigators 
don’t know whether Bodfish, like 
his son, had been prescribed anti¬ 
depressant medication. One thing 
that is known, at the time of his 
murder, Bodfish was isolated, very 
depressed, and fresh out of anti¬ 
demon pills. 

Years earlier, when Bodfish still 
kept in contact with friends, he 
said his liver was severely dam¬ 
aged as a result of handling toxic 
chemicals in his plumbing busi¬ 
ness. He said he had developed 
multiple chemical sensitivity, a 


condition many doctors believe is 
psychosomatic. Days before his 
murder, he had planned to move 
back to his hillside home in Marin 
City because he said the air had 
gotten too bad at his homes in 
Mill Valley and Orinda. 

The coroner’s report included 
an analysis of Bodfish’s liver. It 
was completely normal. “There 
was no indication by the Medical 
Examiner’s report of any health 
problems,” said Mark Hale, Con¬ 
tra Costa County homicide inves¬ 
tigator. “It was almost like a psy¬ 
chosis on her part. She so badly 
wanted to believe something was 
wrong with her.” 

Whether Bodfish had real un¬ 
derlying medical problems not 
detected by the coroner’s exami¬ 
nation or was simply creating ill¬ 
nesses to have something tangible 
on which to hang his depression, 
is a question that may remain 
shrouded in as much mystery as 
his murder. 

As the investigation approach¬ 
es its fifth month, police say they 
are nearing an impasse in the case. 
Orinda police Sergeant Chris 
Wenzel told the B.A.R. that inves¬ 
tigators and crime lab technicians 
plan to meet soon to go over all 
the evidence in the case to deter¬ 
mine if there is any way to ad¬ 
vance the investigation. 

Wenzel said investigators don’t 
consider Bodfish’s son, Max Wills, 
a suspect in his mother’s death 
but they still can’t completely rule 
him out. Wills was vacationing in 
Southern California when Bod¬ 
fish was murdered but police have 
not been able to account for all his 
time there. Wills, 33, killed him¬ 
self in a Santa Monica hotel room 
just hours after his grandmother

Gaycare provides home 
and haven for our elders

O n a quiet suburban street in 
San Mateo County’s Broad¬ 
moor section, a mere 15- 
minute drive from neighboring 
San Francisco, history was recent¬ 
ly made. 

On February 1, the first resi¬ 
dential care facility for the elderly 
(RCFE) specializing in the care of 
gay seniors (men over 60) opened 
its doors. 

Gaycare, which is run by ad¬ 
ministrators Michael Gibson and 
O.J. Roundtree, is first and fore¬ 
most a home. The two-story, 
wheelchair-accessible house that 
is painted a Wedgwood blue with 
white trim, boasts a shady ever¬ 
green oak in front and a charming 
garden in back, which features a 
weeping willow, a hot tub, and a 
fountain that could also double in 
a crunch for a small waterfall'. 

tBoth Gibson and Roundtree 
live on-site, having taken what 
once was their own home and 
converted it into a RCFE. The 
undisputed rulers of Gaycare, 
however, are Lilith and Bud, the 
felines-in-residence. Their do¬ 
main is a large, 11-room house, 
which includes six bedrooms. 
Three of these six are private 
client rooms, two doubles and a 
single, so Gibson and Roundtree 
can accommodate a maximum of 
five people. 

Currently, Gaycare has one 
client, Gibson’s doctor of many 
years, who moved in in April. “I 
don’t want to expand any larger 
than this house,” Gibson explains. 
“We’re more interested in the 
quality of care. I could already 
have had the facility filled if I had 
wanted to, but I want the right 
people to fit in the household, 
people who are comfortable here 
with us and vice versa.” Gibson 
emphasizes that what matters 
most to him is “the family atmos¬ 
phere. We do not wear uniforms. 
This is neither a clinical nor a 
medical facility. It is very relaxed. 
When we interview for clients or 
for help, the doctor is part of the 
interview process and encouraged 
to ask questions. He participates 
in the grocery shopping, the meal 
planning, the things that he likes 
- just like family. The only rule is 
that you have to be up at the crack 
of noon!” 

Gaycare’s administrators cele¬ 
brated their 13th anniversary as a 
couple in August. Both men have 
lived in the Bay Area since 1976, 
and both come from design back¬ 
grounds. Roundtree currently 
teaches fashion design at Alame¬ 
da College, and the tasteful, invit¬ 
ing furnishings of the RCFE they

have created is testament to their 
interests. 

When asked how he came to 
open a facility for gay elders, the 
friendly, loquacious Gibson grows 
thoughtful before launching into 
a story about a recently deceased 
friend: “I’ve taken care of older 
people all my life - people who 
have enlightened me in many 
areas, been good to me, helped me 
- but we had a friend of 20 years 
who was in a facility who wasn’t 
getting the proper care. Fred was 
always a man who had been neat 
and clean, so when he came for a 
visit, I couldn’t figure out why he 
had a body odor. I found out that 
they hadn’t been washing him 
properly because they were used 
to taking care of women and had 
no idea of men’s needs. And the 
food they brought him was some¬ 
thing I would not have fed my 
dog. It was awful.” 

Gibson pauses to collect his 
thoughts before continuing. 
“We’d go down in the late after¬ 
noon to visit, and I’d say, ‘Oh, 
Fred, your dinner tray’s already 
here,’ and he’d say, ‘No, that’s 
lunch.’ And while I was there, they 
brought the dinner tray and took 
the lunch. So I asked, ‘Fred, has 
anyone been in your room since 
lunch?’ And he said, ‘No, not 
once.’ And this was every single 
day. When we brought him here, 
he was so relaxed that we decided 
that he had to go back where he 
was for a month until we got to¬ 
gether a staff to take care of him. 
Then we started through the li¬ 
censing process.” 

Roundtree and Gibson stress 
that they have purposely been 
moving slowly with Gaycare “be¬ 
cause we wanted to get used to the 


regulations and the things that 
we’re required to meet from li¬ 
censing [California’s Department 
of Social Services Community 
Care Licensing]. We did just get a 
hospice waiver so that if someone 
does need hospice care once 
they’re a residefit in our facility, 
they can stay as long as they 
choose. We can handle them all 
the way up to the point where 
they’re totally bedridden.” 

However, the two describe the 
services they provide as “basically 
custodial care. We control med¬ 
ications, but we don’t dispense 
them. They’re locked up, so that 
no one can get into someone else’s 
meds. We furnish the meals, do 
their laundry, keep their room 
clean, help them dress and bathe 
as needed - basically anything 
they require to get through nor¬ 
mal day-to-day living. We try to 
structure our care so that they re¬ 
ceive the help they need while re¬ 
taining as much dignity and inde¬ 
pendence as possible. We want to 
help them as they need help, and 
we try to give it in a manner that 
doesn’t feel to them like we’re 
denying them their autonomy. 
Accepting that you need care can 
be very difficult.” 

A recent big ticket item for 
Gaycare was a new van, complete 
with TV, that seats seven. The van 
comes in handy given the various 
outings and activities of this 
“family.” Of course, a staff mem¬ 
ber always accompanies a client to 
all medical appointments. In ad¬ 
dition, the theater is a frequent 
destination. In the case of the 
doctor, Gibson notes that besides 
helping with the grocery shop¬ 
ping, he also “goes to an exercise 
class at a center in Daly City two 
days a week. This weekend he has 
a dinner engagement in Hillsbor¬ 
ough, which I’m taking him to 
and then picking him up after¬ 
wards. His social life [the doctor 
is a well-known wine connois¬ 
seur] stays very close to the way it 
was before he came here. We want 
him to be as active as possible, so 
things don’t change that much. 
'We go out to movies. We watch 
the hang gliders at Fort Mason. 
We take drives to Santa Rosa, 
Napa ...” 

Roundtree adds that “we usu¬ 
ally take daily walks as well - to 
the post office or just around the 
block.” 

What Gibson and Roundtree 
are doing is, albeit on a small 
scale, a revolutionary act. Not 
only are they providing help for 
gay elders - something that is in¬ 
creasingly becoming more impor¬ 
tant as the population ages - they 
are also creating a safe space for 
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■ NIH research showed people taking CRIXIVAN In triple therapy lived 
longer and experienced fewer opportunistic infections. 

Recent year-long research conducted by the National Institutes of Health (Protocol ACTG 320) studied over 1,000 
patients and confirmed results from another study The group of patients receiving CRIXIVAN along with 3TC and 
AZT achieved a reduction in deaths and AIDS-defining illnesses over those taking 3TC and AZT alone. This reduction 
was significant enough for the NIH to recommend the study be stopped, so that all participants could benefit from the 
findings. Because the study was ended early there was insufficient data to determine the statistical impact of CRIXIVAN 
on survival. 

■ CRIXIVAN in triple therapy continues to hold serum viral load down 
below the limit of detection at the one year mark. 

In a separate, ongoing landmark study over 90% of the 31 patents receiving CRIXIVAN, AZT and 3TC reduced their HIV 
serum viral load below the limit of detection after 24 weeks (as measured by available tests; the virus may still be 
present in other organ systems). Importantly the limited number of patients who chose to stay with the study for 
longer periods of time maintained these results through the one year mark. 

■ CRIXIVAN is generally well tolerated. 

CRIXIVAN can be taken with a light meal or on an empty stomach. There are side effects associated with protease 
inhibitors in general and CRIXIVAN in particular Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN may develop kidney stones. For 
some, this can lead to more severe kidney problems including kidney failure. Drinking at least 6 glasses of water each day 
may help reduce the chance of forming a kidney stone. Other side effects reported include rapid breakdown of red blood 
cells and liver problems. There are some common medications and AIDS-related medications you should not take 
with CRIXIVAN. As with other protease inhibitors, severe muscle pain and weakness have occurred in patients also taking 
cholesterol-lowering medicines called ‘‘statins’.’ Discuss all medications you are taking or plan to take with your doctor 
Additionally as with other protease inhibitors, increased bleeding in some patients with hemophilia and increased blood 
sugar levels or diabetes have been reported. Please read the following page for detailed information on side effects and dosing.

for HIV (Human Immunodeficiency'Virus) Infection 
Generic name: indinisr (in-DIH-nuh-veer) sulfate 


Please read this information-before you start taking CRIXIVAN. Also, you should read the information included with CRIXIVAN each time you receive your prescription, just in case anything has changed. 
Remember, this information does not take the place of careful discussions with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss CRIXIVAN when you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. 
You should remain under a doctor’s care when using CRIXIVAN and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 


What is CRIXIVAN? 


CRIXIVAN is an oral capsule used for the treatment of HIV (Human Immunodeficiency Virus). 
HIV is the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune deficiency syndrome). CRIXIVAN 
is a type of HIV drug called a protease (PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. 

How does CRIXIVAN work? 

CRIXIVAN is a protease inhibitor that fights HIV. CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances of getting 
illnesses associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN can also help lower the amount of HIV in your body (called 
"viral load”) and raise your CD4 (T) cell count. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in all patients. 
CRIXIVAN is usually prescribed with other anti-HIV drugs such as ZDV (also called AZT), 3TC, 
ddl, ddC, or d4T. CRIXIVAN works differently from these other anti-HIV drugs. Talk with your doc¬ 
tor about how you should takfe CRIXIVAN. 

CRIXIVAN has been studied in adults. The safety and effectiveness of CRIXIVAN in children and 
adolescents have not been established. 

How should I take CRIXIVAN? 

There are six important things you must do to help you benefit from CRIXIVAN: 

1. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every day as prescribed by your doctor. Continue taking CRIXIVAN 
unless your doctor tells you to stop. Take the exact amount of CRIXIVAN that your doctor tells you to 
take, right from the very start. To help make sure you will benefit from CRIXIVAN, you must not skip 
doses or take “drug holidays. ” If you don’t take CRIXIVAN as prescribed, the activity of CRIXIVAN may 
be reduced (due to resistance). 

2. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every 8 hours around the clock, every day. It may be easier 
to remember to take CRIXIVAN if you take it at the same time every day. If you have questions 
about when to take CRIXIVAN, your doctor or health care provider can help you decide what 
schedule works for you. 

3. If you miss a dose by more than 2 hours, wait and then take the next dose at the 
regularly scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by less than 2 hours, take your 
missed dose immediately. Then take your next dose at the regularly scheduled time. Do not 
take more or less than your prescribed dose of CRIXIVAN at any one time. 

4. Take CRIXIVAN with water. You can also take CRIXIVAN with other beverages such as skim 
or non-fat milk, juice, coffee, or tea. 

5. Ideally, take each dose of CRIXIVAN without food but with water at least one hour 
before or two hours after a meal. Or you can take CRIXIVAN with a ligM meal. Examples 
of light meals include: 

- dry toast with jelly, juice, and coffee (with skim or non-fat milk and sugar if you want) 

- corn flakes with skim or non-fat milk and sugar 

Do not take CRIXIVAN at the same time as any meals that are high in calories, fat, and protein 
(for example — a bacon and egg breakfast). When taken at the same time as CRIXIVAN, 
these foods can interfere with CRIXIVAN being absorbed into your bloodstream and may 
lessen its effect. 

6. It is critical that you drink at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid (preferably water) 
throughout the day, every day. CRIXIVAN can cause kidney stones. Having enough 
fluids in your body should help reduce the chances of forming a kidney stone. Call your 
doctor or other health care provider if you develop kidney pains (middle to lower stomach 
or back pain) or blood in the urine. 


Can CRIXIVAN be taken with other medications?** 

Drugs you should not take with CRIXIVAN: 

SELDANE® (terfenadine) HISMANAL® (astemizole) 

VERSED® (midazolam) HALCION® (triazolam) 

PROPULSID® (cisapride) Ergot medications (e.g., Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

Taking CRIXIVAN with the above medications could result in serious or life-threatening problems 
(such as irregular heartbeat or excessive sleepiness). 

In addition, you should not take CRIXIVAN with rifampin, known as RIFADIN®, RIFAMATE®, 
RIFATER®, or RIMACTANE®. 

Drugs you can take with CRIXIVAN include: 

RETROVIR® (zidovudine, ZDV also called AZT) BIAXIN® (clarithromycin) 

TAGAMET® (cimetidine) isoniazid (INH) 

DIFLUCAN® (fluconazole) ORTHO-NOVUM 1 /35® (oral contraceptive) 

EPIVIR™ (lamivudine, 3TC) ZERIT® (stavudine, d4T) 

BACTRIM®/SEPTRA® (trimethoprim/sulfamethoxazole) 

VIDEX® (didanosine, ddl) — If you take CRIXIVAN with VIDEX®, take them at least one hour apart. 
MYCOBUTIN® (rifabutin) — If you take CRIXIVAN with MYCOBUTIN®, your doctor may adjust 
both the dose of MYCOBUTIN and the dose of CRIXIVAN. 

NIZORAL® (ketoconazole) — If you take CRIXIVAN with NIZORAL®, your doctor may adjust the dose 
of CRIXIVAN. 

Talk to your doctor about any medications you are taking. 

What are the possible side effects of CR IXIVAN? 

Like all prescription drugs. CRIXIVAN can cause side effects. The following is not a complete list of 
side effects reported with CRIXIVAN when taken either alone or with other anti-HIV drugs. Do not rely 
on this page alone for information about side effects. Your doctor can discuss with you a more 
complete list of side effects. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN developed kidney stones. In some of these patients 
this led to more severe kidney problems, including kidney failure or inflammation of the kid¬ 
neys. Drinking at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid (preferably water) each day should 
help reduce the chances of forming a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care 
provider if you develop kidney pains (middle to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 
Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had rapid breakdown of red blood cells (hemolytic 
anemia) which in some cases was severe or resulted in death. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had liver problems including liver failure and death. Some 
patients had other illnesses or were taking other drugs. It is uncertain if CRIXIVAN caused these 
liver problems. 

Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) have occurred in patients taking protease 
inhibitors. In some of these patients, this led to ketoacidosis, a serious condition caused by 
poorly controlled blood sugar. Some patients had diabetes before starting protease inhibitors, 
others did not. Some patients required adjustments to their diabetes medication. Others needed 
new diabetes medication. 

In some patients with hemophilia, increased bleeding has been reported. 


Does CRIXIVAN cure HIV or AIDS? 

CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking CRIXIVAN may still develop infections or 
other conditions associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important for you to remain under 
the care of a doctor. Although CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS, CRIXIVAN can help reduce 
your chances of getting illnesses, including death, associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN may not have 
these effects in all patients. 

Does CRIXIVAN reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

CRIXIVAN has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual contact 
or blood contamination. 

Who should no t take CR IXIVAN? 

Do not take CRIXIVAN if you have had a serious allergic reaction to CRIXIVAN or any of its 
components. 

What other medical problems or con ditions should I discuss with my doctor? 

Talk to your doctor if: 

■ You are pregnant or if you become pregnant while you are taking CRIXIVAN. We do not yet 
know how CRIXIVAN affects pregnant women or their developing babies. 

■ You are breast-feeding. You should stop breast-feeding if you are taking CRIXIVAN. 

Also talk to your doctor if you have: 

■ Problems with your liver, especially if you have mild or moderate liver disease caused 
by cirrhosis. 

■ Problems with your kidneys. 


■ Hemophilia 

■ High cholesterol and you are taking cholesterol-lowering medicines called “statins.” 

Tell your doctor about any medicines you are taking or plan to take, including 
non-prescription medicines. 


Severe muscle pain and weakness have occurred in patients taking protease inhibitors, including 
CRIXIVAN, together with some of the cholesterol-lowering medicines called “statins.” Call your 
doctor if you develop severe muscle pain or weakness.

Increases in bilirubin (one laboratory test of liver function) have been reported in approximately 
10% of patients. Usually, this finding has not been associated with liver problems. However, on 
rare occasions, a person may develop yellowing of the skin and/or eyes. 

Side effects occurring in 2% or more of patients included: abdominal pain, fatigue or weakness, 
flank pain, feeling unwell, nausea, diarrhea, vomiting, acid regurgitation, loss of appetite, dry 
mouth, back pain, headache, trouble sleeping, dizziness, taste changes, rash, upper respiratory 
infection, dry skin, and sore throat. 

Swollen kidneys due to blocked urine flow occurred rarely.

Other side effects reported since CRIXIVAN has been marketed 
include: allergic reactions; severe skin reactions; abdominal 

swelling; inflammation of the kidneys; inflammation of the ', 

pancreas; increased fat appearing in areas such as the neck, 
breasts, abdomen, and back; change in skin color; hair loss; 
ingrown toenails with or without infection; crystals in the urine; 
and numbness of the mouth.. 

Tell your doctor promptly about these or any other unusual 
symptoms. If the condition persists or worsens, seek 
medical attention. 

H ow should I store CRIXIVAN cap sules? 

■ Keep CRIXIVAN capsules in the bottle they came in and at 
room temperature (59°F-86°F). 

■ Keep CRIXIVAN capsules dry by leaving the small desiccant 
“pillow” in the bottle. Keep the bottle closed.

Pregnancy should be avoided in women receiving SUSTIVA because birth 
defects have been seen in primates dosed with SUSTIVA.

Please read this information before you start taking SUSTIVA. Read it again each time you refill your 
prescription, in case there is any new information. Don’t treat this leaflet as your only source of information 
about SUSTIVA. Always discuss SUSTIVA with your doctor when you start taking your medicine and 
at every visit. You should remain under a doctor’s care when using SUSTIVA. You should not change 
or stop treatment without first talking to your doctor. 

What is SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is a medicine used to help treat HIV, the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). SUSTIVA is a type of HIV drug called a "non-nucleoside reverse transcriptase 
inhibitor” (NNRTI). 

How does SUSTIVA work? 

SUSTIVA works by lowering the amount of HIV in the blood (called "viral load”). SUSTIVA must 
be taken with other anti-HIV medicines. When taken with other anti-HIV medicines, SUSTIVA has been 
shown to reduce viral load and increase the number of CD4 cells (a type of immune cell in blood). 
SUSTIVA may not have these effects in every patient. 

Does SUSTIVA cure HIV or AIDS? 

SUSTIVA is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking SUSTIVA may still develop other infections 
associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important that you remain under the care of your doctor. 

Does SUSTIVA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

SUSTIVA has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others. Continue to practice safe 
sex, and do not use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take SUSTIVA? 

• The dose of SUSTIVA for adults is 600 mg (three 200 mg capsules, taken together) once a day 

by mouth. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower (see Can children take SUSTIVA?). 

• Take SUSTIVA at the same time each day. You should take SUSTIVA at bedtime during the first few 
weeks or if you have side effects, such as dizziness or trouble concentrating (see What are the 
possible side effects of SUSTIVA?) 

• Swallow SUSTIVA with water, juice, milk or soda. You may take SUSTIVA with or without meals; 
however, SUSTIVA should not be taken with a high fat meal. 

• Do not miss a dose of SUSTIVA. If you forget to take SUSTIVA, take the missed dose right away. 

If you do miss a dose, do not double the next dose. Carry on with your regular dosing schedule. 

If you need help in planning the best times to take your medicine, ask your doctor or pharmacist. 

• Take the exact amount of SUSTIVA your doctor prescribes. Never change the dose on your own. 

Do not stop this medicine unless your doctor tells you to stop. 

• When your SUSTIVA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. This is 
very important because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if the medicine is stopped 
for even a short time. The virus may develop resistance to SUSTIVA and become harder to treat. 

Can children take SUSTIVA? 

Yes, children who are able to swallow capsules can take SUSTIVA. Rash may be a serious problem 
in some children. Tell your child’s doctor right away if you notice rash or any other side effects while 
your child is taking SUSTIVA. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower than the dose for adults. 
Capsules containing lower doses of SUSTIVA are available. Your child’s doctor will determine the right 
dose based on your child’s weight. 

Who should not take SUSTIVA? 

Do not take SUSTIVA if you are allergic to SUSTIVA or any of its ingredients. 


What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my doctor? 

Talk to your doctor right away if you: 

• Are pregnant or want to become pregnant 

• Are breast-feeding 

• Have problems with your liver, or have had hepatitis 

• Start or change any medicine 

• Have side effects while taking SUSTIVA (efavirenz) 

• Have a history of mental illness, substance or alcohol abuse 

What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA? 

Many patients have dizziness, trouble sleeping, drowsiness, trouble concentrating, and/or unusual 
dreams a few hours after starting treatment with SUSTIVA. These feelings may be less noticeable if 
you take SUSTIVA at bedtime. They also tend to go away after you've taken the medicine for a few 
weeks. Rarely, patients have more serious side effects that may affect mood or ability to think clearly. 
These side effects occur more often in patients with a history of mental illness or substance abuse. 

Tell your doctor promptly if any of these side effects continue or if they bother you. There is the possibility 
that these symptoms may be more severe if SUSTIVA is used with alcohol or mood altering (street) 
drugs. You should avoid driving or operating machinery if you are having these side effects. 

One of the most common side effects is rash. These rashes usually go away without any change 
in treatment. In a small number of patients, rash may be serious. If you develop a rash, call your 
doctor promptly. 

Other common side effects include tiredness, upset stomach, vomiting, and diarrhea. However, 
this is not a complete list of side effects reported with SUSTIVA when taken with other anti-HIV drugs. 

Do not rely on this leaflet alone for information about side effects. Your doctor can discuss a more 
complete list of side effects with you. 

Please contact your doctor immediately before stopping SUSTIVA because of side effects. Tell your 
doctor or other healthcare provider if you notice any side effects while taking SUSTIVA. 

What about birth control, pregnancy, or breast-feeding? 

Women should not become pregnant while taking SUSTIVA. Birth defects have been seen in animals 
treated with SUSTIVA. It is not known whether this could happen in humans. You should use a condom 
or diaphragm in addition to other methods of birth control while taking SUSTIVA. Inform your doctor 
immediately if you are pregnant. If you want to become pregnant, talk to your doctor. Do not take SUSTIVA 
if you are breast-feeding. Talk to your doctor if you are breast-feeding your baby. 

Can I take other medicines with SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA may change the effect of other medicines (including ones for HIV). Your doctor may change 
your medicines or change their doses. For this reason, it is very important to: 

• Let all your doctors and pharmacists know that you take SUSTIVA. 

• Tell your doctors and pharmacists about all medicines you take. This includes those you buy 
over-the-counter and herbal or natural remedies. 

Bring all your medicines when you see a doctor, or make a list of their names, how. much you take, 
and how often you take them. This will give your doctor a complete picture of the medicines 
you use. Then he or she can decide the best approach for your situation.

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NGLTF’s ‘Creating Change’ 
in Oakland next month

I n two weeks, the 12th annual 
Creating Change Conference 
takes place across the bay in 
Oakland. Creating Change, spon¬ 
sored by the National Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force (NGLTF) is the 
largest national conference for les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, and transgen- 
dered (LGBT) people and their al¬ 
lies. The conference - which runs 
November 10-14 - is aimed at po¬ 
litical organizers and activists, and 
is expected to draw over 2,000 par¬ 
ticipants. A local host committee 
has been meeting since February 
to plan the gathering. 

Among the many topics that 
will be addressed at this year’s 
conference will be the Knight ini¬ 
tiative to prohibit same-sex mar¬ 
riage, religious issues, local and 
state organizing, and the role of 
the LGBT movement in the 21st 
century. Events include plenaries, 
workshops, pre-conference insti¬ 
tutes, and social and cultural 
events. Lea Delaria, comedian 
Karen Williams, and the Kinsey 
Sicks will perform on Saturday 
evening, November 13. 

According to NGLTF Execu¬ 
tive Director Kerry Lobel, the 
LGBT community is facing many 
important questions as the new 
millennium approaches. 

“What will the [LGBT] move¬ 
ment’s greatest achievements be 
in the 21st century?” she asked. 
“Will we be welcome in churches, 
synagogues, and mosques? Will 
we be fully accepted in public 
schools, Boy Scout and Girl Scout 
troops, and the military? Will our 
families be safe and our civil 
rights secure? We want Creating 
Change to be the road that takes 
us from the way things are to the 
way things ought to be.” 

The main conference (November 
12-14) will feature four plenary panel 
sessions entitled “Politics is a Many 
Gendered Thing,” “An Accessible 
Movement,” “Religion as an Agent 
for Social Change,” and “Our Move¬ 
ment’s Second Century.” Oakland 
Mayor Jerry Brown will be a featured 
speaker on Thursday, November 11. 

The conference will include 
some 120 workshops and panels 
covering topics such as racism, phil¬ 
anthropy and social change, youth 
and aging issues, sexual liberation, 
gender issues, sodomy law repeal, 
local queer history, family issues, 
campus organizing, civil rights 
laws, hate crimes, rural organizing, 
and men’s health and culture. 

Creating Change will also fea¬ 
ture two days (November 10-11) 
of pre-conference institutes, in¬ 
cluding one on the Knight initia¬ 
tive. That institute will teach peo¬ 
ple how to do effective door-to- 
door canvassing. Participants will 
have a chance to put their new 
skills to work during an evening 
door-to-door campaign against 
the anti-marriage ballot initiative 
in Oakland on November 12. 

The Knight initiative will be on 
the March 2000 California prima¬ 
ry ballot and if approved by voters, 
would define marriage as being be¬ 
tween one man and one woman. 

A new feature of this year’s 
conference “The Body Politic 
Workout,” is a two-day series (No¬ 
vember 12-13) of practical semi¬ 
nars for activists focusing on 
media advocacy, online organiz¬ 
ing, fundraising, organizational 
development, leadership, strategic 
planning, volunteer recruitment 
and retention, government rela-

tions, grassroots organizing, and 
electoral strategies. 

This year’s host hotel will be the 
Marriott City Center Hotel in 
downtown Oakland. Although the 
Marriott is already sold out, over¬ 
flow accommodations are still avail¬ 
able at the Ramada Plaza Hotel and 
the Holiday Inn Civic Center hotels 
in San Francisco, an easy BART ride 
to the conference hotel. Registra¬ 
tion for Creating Change costs 
$200, plus $50 for one pre-confer¬ 
ence institute and $75 for two insti¬ 
tutes; there is a special $100 rate for 
low-income participants. 


In conjunction with Creating 
Change, local East Bay LGBT ac¬ 
tivists will gather on Saturday, No¬ 
vember 13 for a public town hall 
meeting. The meeting will be an 
opportunity for East Bay residents 
and others to address a variety of 
issues such as the Knight initiative, 
domestic partner benefits, and 
safety of queer youth in East Bay 
schools. “It is important for people 
£ to recognize just how diverse the 
| East Bay LGBT community is,” 
§ said Brenda Crawford, president of 
y the East Bay Lesbian and Gay De¬ 
mocratic Club (EBL/GDC). “We 
are trying to approach all the issues 
that impact the quality of our lives 
from a point of inclusion.” 

The East Bay town hall meeting 
takes place at 4 p.m. at the Marriott 
City Center Hotel. The meeting is 
open to the public as well as Creat¬ 
ing Change participants. Members 
of all East Bay LGBT organizations 
are encouraged to attend. ▼

“We encourage everyone to 
come in costume and with dona¬ 
tions to scare off the Knight initia¬ 
tive. This is a great opportunity to 
have some fun, raise some funds, 
and educate folks,” said San Fran¬ 
cisco Supervisor Mark Lerio, who 
brought the No on Knight Cam¬ 
paign to this year’s event, dubbed 
“Knightmare in the Castro.” 

Halloween in the Castro has 
always been somewhat of an un¬ 
official happening, though it hap¬ 
pens quite predictably every year. 
But the very spontaneous nature 
of the event also permits official 
San Francisco to shrug off re¬ 
sponsibilities normally assumed 
when upwards of a quarter mil¬ 
lion people gather together in a 
public space. 

The city provides no official 
funding for the often chaotic Cas¬ 
tro party, though gate donations 
will help pay expenses. No one files 
for an official permit for street clo¬ 
sure, though barricades will close 
Castro, Market and 18th streets in 
the immediate area. And no one 
officially asks that Muni be re¬ 
routed, though on Sunday evening 
the Castro Muni station will be 
closed and buses will be detoured. 

Given the lack of an official or¬ 
ganizing group for the celebra¬ 
tion, community leaders have 
stepped forward to help ensure a 
safe Halloween, while raising 
some badly needed cash for No 
on Knight. 

Leno convened a meeting of 
community representatives, mer¬ 
chants, and police at his City Hall 
office last Friday, October 22, to 
discuss the event, and the No on 
Knight Campaign’s involvement. 
“We all agreed the city needs to 
get a much better handle on Hal¬ 
loween in the Castro,” Leno told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “It’s an an¬ 
nual, spontaneous event. There 


should be a line-item in the city 
budget for it.” 

“It’s a victim of its own suc¬ 
cess,” said Patrick Batt, president 
of the Merchants of Upper Mar¬ 
ket and Castro (MUMC). Batt, 
who attended Leno’s meeting, 
said that Civic Center party-goers 
often “get bored” and head to the 
Castro. 

As a result of the 11th hour 
meeting, the No on Knight Cam¬ 
paign has taken the lead in coor¬ 
dinating some 200 volunteers to 
monitor the seven gates to the 
party while collecting donations 
for the campaign. MUMC, Sister 
Mary Mae Himm and the Sisters 
of Perpetual Indulgence, the Mis¬ 
sion Economic Cultural Associa¬ 
tion (MECA), and the Eureka Val¬ 
ley Promotion Association are 
also assisting with planning, 
training, and clean-up. 

Batt said there should be at 
least a dozen extra portable toilets 
this year, made possible by dona¬ 
tions he obtained from neighbor¬ 
hood bars. 

Officer Jane Warner of the San 
Francisco Patrol Special Police, 
which exclusively serves the Cas¬ 
tro neighborhood, said that there 
will be “two or three” squads in 
blue from the San Francisco Po¬ 
lice Department on hand Sunday 
night, as well as volunteer “secu¬ 
rity rovers” from the No on 
Knight Campaign. Walkie-talkies 
are being handed out to 30 area 
stores, allowing merchants to con¬ 
tact Warner and the rovers imme¬ 
diately in the event of trouble. 
Bars have also been asked to serve 
drinks in plastic. Whistles are 
strongly encouraged. 

Warner told the B.A.R. she will 
be dressed as a dyke cop this year.

promises to be bigger than ever. 
The entire area will be cordoned 
off for the festivities, which run 
from 7 p.m. until 2 a.m. 

Founded in 1985 to produce 
cultural events in the city while 
raising funds for community 
groups, MECA hopes to donate 
profits to CUAV this year, though 
previously they have only broken 
even on the event. 

For the first time, the city con¬ 
tributed $30,000 for the produc¬ 
tion. This and the $10 admission 
fee will help pay for 700 employ¬ 
ees who will work in shifts from 8 
a.m. Sunday until 6 a.m. Monday. 
The temporary workers sign a so¬ 
briety agreement, and security 
will be tight, including pat-downs 
of the revelers, many of whom 
come from out of town, according 
to Patricia Aguayo, MECA’s exec¬ 
utive director. 

Halloween ’99 will feature four 
laser guns, two giant screens 
showing old horror movie clips, 
and four stages of entertainment. 
The main stage will feature live 
entertainment, headlined by Rose 
Royce playing hits like “Car 
Wash,” and “I Wanna Get Next to 
You.” Ariana Avila will stage her 
drag queen show once again for 
the masses, while other stages will 
feature house music from Club 
Futura and Club Faith, and hip 
hop and R&B. 

There will be food and bever¬ 
age booths, as well as arts and 
craft booths, but Aguayo empha¬ 
sized that the event is “not a street 
fair,” but a citywide celebration. 
Despite the celebration’s official 
status, Aguayo said that, “We don’t 
try to pretend that we are ‘the’ 
place. This event is one alterna¬ 
tive.” 

HellBall’s ‘Evolution’ 

The nonprofit New Heritage 
Foundation works year-round 
solely to produce HellBall as a 
fundraiser for local AIDS organi¬ 
zations. At $50 per person, and 
$150 for a weekend pass to a vari¬ 
ety of side events, the main event 
this Saturday, October 30, is 
among the priciest Halloween cel¬ 
ebrations in town. 

Nevertheless, at least 3,000 
people are expected to pony up for 
the futuristic party at Concourse 
Exhibition West at 8th and Bran- 
nan streets. Organizers promise a 
spectacular show, and suggest that 
the relative safety of the enclosed 
space makes the ticket well worth 
the price. Advance tickets may be 
purchased at www.hellball.org and 
at Mainline Gifts or Rolo Under¬ 
cover on Castro Street. 

Tickets for the main event go 
up to $75 at the door. 

Organizers say the event is 
“not just a circuit party,” though 
the fourth annual HellBall is quite 
popular among those who have 
given new meaning to the word 
“party.” Doors open at 9 p.m., 
with DJ dancing and light shows 
until 6 a.m. But not to worry, the 
festivities pick up and move to 
other venues, continuing until 
Sunday night with more dance 
events: “After Shock” on Sunday 
morning and “Mass” on Sunday 
evening. The two affiliated events 
will contribute a portion of their 
proceeds to New Heritage. Tip to 
the wise: when you’re done with 
your make-up, use translucent 
powder; it will last much longer. 

“This is a serious celebration,” 
said event spokesperson Dominick 
Albano. “Not for the faint of heart.” 

For those who are spending their 
PG&E money on tickets and ancil¬ 
lary expenses, there is hope: $3,000 
in cash and prizes will be given to the 
best costumes in three categories: in¬ 
dividuals, couples, and groups. Or¬ 
ganizers expect “at least 90 percent” 
of attendees to be in costume. The 
contest begins at 9:30 p.m.

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Senate ally Chafee dies

S enator John H. Chafee died 
of congestive heart failure 
on Monday, October 25, at 
the Bethesda Naval Hospital out¬ 
side of Washington, D.C. The 77- 
year-old senator from Rhode Is¬ 
land was a leading moderate in 
the Republican Party and a stead¬ 
fast friend of the lesbian and gay 
community. 

He was an original co-sponsor 
of the Employment Non-Dis¬ 
crimination Act (ENDA), a co¬ 
sponsor of the Hate Crimes Pre¬ 
vention Act (HCPA), and a strong 
advocate for expanding Medicaid 
to give people living with HIV 
earlier access to lifesaving drugs. 

When the public battle over 
gays in the military erupted in 
1993, the former secretary of the 
Navy acknowledged that many 
homosexuals had served in the 
military and “have compiled 
records of great valor ... Now 
they should be allowed to come 
out in the open, and, as citizens of 
this country, be given the oppor¬ 
tunity and the privilege to serve 
their country.” 

“His support for ending the 
prohibition against gays and les¬ 
bians in the military had tremen¬ 
dous impact,” said Winnie 
Stachelberg, political director of 
the Human Rights Campaign 
(HRC). “On issues of gay and les¬ 
bian equality, Senator Chafee

stood for fairness and was often a 
voice of reason in a sea of hostili¬ 
ty. We will never forget his 
courage and leadership in pro¬ 
moting dignity and respect for all 
Americans.” 

“Senator Chafee was a strong 
Republican voice for individual 
rights and equality in the United 
States Senate for almost a quarter 
century,” said Rich Tafel, executive 
director of Log Cabin Republi¬ 
cans. “He was never afraid to 
speak his mind and stand up for 
his beliefs, and was a strong sup¬ 
porter of our community long be¬ 
fore most of his colleagues in ei¬ 
ther party.” 

The Yankee blueblood count¬ 
ed three former Rhode Island 
governors or U.S. senators in his

told him in a phone conversation 
that his mother was dead. 

The B.A.R. has learned Wills 
tried to engage his mother in a 
suicide pact six years ago but Bod- 
fish became very upset over the 
proposal and the pact was never 
made. Bodfish’s former caregiver 
White said she spoke with Wills 
about the suicide pact and per¬ 
suaded him not to push it on his 
mother. Despite his desire for a 
suicide pact, White, like most peo¬ 
ple who knew him, doesn’t believe 
Wills killed his mother. 

The B.A.R. has also learned 
that several people who were 
questioned about the murder 
were told by police that Bodfish 
had written in a diary about 
wanting “the blue demons” beaten 
out of his head. Bodfish was ap¬ 
parently referring to the negative 
thoughts in his head as “blue

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demons.” Investigators asked peo¬ 
ple who knew Bodfish whether he 
could have solicited his own mur¬ 
der. Police would not confirm 
specifics of Bodfish’s diary writ¬ 
ings, so it’s unknown whether 
Bodfish fantasized details of his 
own murder or police had told 
people they questioned that he 
had in order to illicit a response 
that could potentially help them 
in the case. 

Meanwhile, friends of both 
Bodfish and Wills continue to 
mourn their deaths. Bodfish’s 
friends plan to hold a potluck din¬ 
ner this month in his memory. 
Last month, Wills’s friends gath¬ 
ered again in his memory and 
they continue to maintain a web¬ 
site in his honor. ▼ 
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family tree but he wore the tradi¬ 
tion like an old sweater - com¬ 
fortable, perhaps a bit tattered, 
and completely without pretense. 
He was beloved in the state and in 
the Senate, able to reach across 
partisan lines to forge agreements. 

Chafee enlisted in the Marines 
during World War II and waded 
ashore in the Pacific at the bloody 
battle of Guadalcanal. He com¬ 
manded a rifle company in Korea. 
He attended Yale University and 
Harvard Law School. 

He entered the Rhode Island 
Legislature in 1957 and was elect¬ 
ed governor in 1962. Chafee epit¬ 
omized good government, a Re¬ 
publican reformer in an over¬ 
whelmingly Democratic state. 

Chafee served as secretary of 
the Navy during the Nixon ad¬ 
ministration before being elected 
in 1976 to what would be four 
terms in the U.S. Senate. He was 
an ardent environmentalist, chair¬ 
ing that committee in the Senate, 
shaping key legislation such as the 
Clean Water Act. Earlier this year 
Chafee announced that he would 
not run for re-election in 2000. 

Governor Lincoln Almond will 
appoint a successor to fill the re¬ 
maining 14 months of Chafee’s 
term. Most observers believe that 
he will choose the only an¬ 
nounced Republican candidate 
running for the office, the late 
senator’s son, Lincoln Chafee, 46. 
The younger Chafee has been 
mayor of Warwick, the state’s sec¬ 
ond largest city, since 1992. He 
shares his father’s moderate polit¬ 
ical philosophy, including support 
of gay and lesbian issues. T

mained homosexual. Ex-gay min¬ 
istries are always happy to an¬ 
nounce when one their former 
homosexuals gets married to 
someone of the opposite sex (who 
is, quite often, another “recover¬ 
ing” homosexual). But most ex¬ 
gays will struggle with feelings of 
homosexuality for the rest of their 
lives, believing that because their 
version of Jesus Christ would not 
approve, they should remain celi¬ 
bate until their sexual frustration 
can be expressed with the oppo¬ 
site sex. 

The truth, however, is that 
right-wing Christianity is a 
choice, and the ex-gay lifestyle is 
one that can lead to obsession and 
self-harm; many self-proclaimed 
“former” LGBT people cannot re¬ 
main “cured” unless they make a 
life and profession of being an ex¬ 
gay, leaving little room for actual 
happiness. 

The question remains, then: 
why does the Christian right want 
to seduce young lives into a 
lifestyle that is so often destruc¬ 
tive? Militant ex-gays are usually 
obsessed with homosexuality. 
Male-female couples are ridden 
with domestic violence, with 4 
million cases reported annually. 
Thirty percent of all violent at¬ 
tacks against women are commit¬ 
ted by their husbands or 
boyfriends, 50 percent of all 
women will experience some kind 
of violence in their marriage, and 
one-third of them will be repeat¬ 
edly battered each year. Children 
are the ones who suffer in male- 
female couples that pretend 
everything is “healthy;” kids in 
abusive heterosexual homes are 
300 percent more likely to be 
physically abused by their fathers 
or their mother’s male partner. 
Male-female couples also suffer a 
divorce rate of 50 percent. 

These facts, of course, will 
probably be left out of Focus on 
the Family’s political anti-homo¬ 
sexuality event, but LGBT people 
from the Bay Area and beyond are 
encouraged to supplement the 
misinformation by educating the 
attendees.

website, and LGBT people of faith 
everywhere have expressed sad¬ 
ness that people aren’t even safe in 
the church. 

“He fed the hungry, housed 
the poor, and clothed the needy,” 
said one statement from a local 
gay group. “Did someone he 
helped rob and kill him?” 

Sherriff was born in Washington 
state and was raised on the Hupa In¬ 
dian Reservation in Northern Cali¬ 
fornia. He became a Christian at the 
age of 16, about the same time he 
started to question his sexuality. 
Concerned about being gay, he 
sought help, and was hospitalized. 
He received 32 electro-shock treat¬ 
ments and was told marriage would 
“cure” him. He married at the age of 
18 and went on to pastor several 
churches in British Columbia. Sher¬ 
riff was ex-communicated when he 
told his bishop about his sexuality, 
resulting in the instant loss of his 
loved ones, home, and career. 

After a stint in the restaurant 
business, Sherriff discovered MCC 
and knew within minutes that he 
belonged back in the church. He 
was a pastor at MCC in Boise, 
Idaho and was elected Northwest 
District coordinator in 1987, which 
brought him to Sacramento. 

Friends say he was a generous 
leader and a nonjudgmental giver. 
A neighbor of Sherriff’s in Sacra¬ 
mento said that his desire to reha¬ 
bilitate people meant he was al¬ 
ways taldng in “questionable char¬ 
acters.” 

Sherriff is survived by many 
loved ones, including his ex-wife 
and two children. T

P I roject Inform’s immune 
f restoration think tank, the 
Dobson Project, gathered 
top researchers and scientists to¬ 
gether in Chicago earlier this. 
month to try and flush out new 
ideas for immune-based therapies 
for AIDS. The event took place at 
the Summit Executive Center and 
involved some 40 immunologists, 
HIV clinicians, and basic science 
researchers as well as community 
facilitators and representatives. As 
with previous think tanks, the 
goal was to create a safe and 
friendly space for AIDS re¬ 
searchers to present findings and 
share ideas about each other’s 
work and to foster brainstorming 
sessions about new immune treat¬ 
ments. The main question put to 
the researchers was: How does 
one restore the immune system of 
a late-stage AIDS patient? 

Some of the “big gun” re¬ 
searchers included Time magazine 
coverboy Dr. David Ho, HIV co¬ 
discoverer Dr. Jay Levy, Dr. Judy 
Lieberman, Dr. Fred Valentine, 
Dr. Gene Shearer, and University 
of California San Francisco 
(UCSF) AIDS researchers Dr.

UP/Golden Gate’s Matt Sharp and 
Jeff Gustavson, along with Project

According to Lein, one of 
the event’s organizers, the 
think tank was an over¬ 
all success. Lein said ( 
that she was very ex¬ 
cited about one area of 
research that experienced 
a breakthrough at the sem¬ 
inar. In the past, most scien¬ 
tists and drug compa¬ 
nies have had a great 
deal of trouble devel¬ 
oping immune-based 
therapies for AIDS because the 
federal Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration (FDA) had not agreed to 
accept most current methods of 
immune measurement. Since any 
new drug must meet FDA ap¬ 
proval, the only way to measure 
immune drug responses have 
been through clinical observation 
of patients that involve expensive 
long-term trials. But an FDA offi¬ 
cial attending the think tank said 
that he would go back to the FDA 
and hold meetings to decide 
which immune measurement as¬ 
says could be utilized by drug de¬ 
velopers and accepted by the FDA 
for validation. 

One proposed assay would be 
the use of currently available flow 
cytometry devices that count 
human T-cells. Lein indicated that 
these machines could count im¬ 
mune system cell populations that 
have been stimulated or altered by 
treatment with new immune ther¬ 
apies. For example, if a therapy is 
shown to create appropriate cell 
population expansion needed for 
fighting HIV with specific antigen 
presentation or natural killer cells, 
then the FDA might grant ap¬ 
proval of such a therapy based on 
cytometry assay results and when 
combined with promising clinical 
data. Many of these types of assays 
are already used in organ trans¬ 
plantation to better allow and pre¬ 
dict organ engraftment. 

“There have been major tech¬ 
nological advances in these assays 
in the last few months. Moving 
forward into the field of measur¬ 
ing immune response is an im¬ 
portant step towards getting new 
drugs developed to help the im¬ 
mune system,” said Lein. 

Another popular subject dis¬ 
cussed at the gathering was possi¬ 


ble defects in cell antigen presen¬ 
tation. “There is a significant lack 
of research in this area,” said Lein. 
She noted that there are two new 
potential products being looked 
at: CD40-ligand and Flt3-ligand. 
These are naturally occurring 
molecules or immune system 
components that enhance antigen 
presentation. “Antigen presenta¬ 
tion is when the cells of the im¬ 
mune show other cells the infec¬ 
tious critters in the body that need 
to be eliminated. If the immune 
system can’t see HIV, it might not 
respond adequately to get rid of 
it,” she said. Both of these ligand 
are owned by Immunex from 
Seattle and are currently under 
development. 

Another therapy that showed a 
great deal of interest was Inter¬ 
leukin?. “Though it is not yet 
manufactured for human use, an¬ 
imal tests have shown this to be a 
promising immune enhancing 
product for the future,” said Lein. 
Scientists at UCSF have done the 
basic work on this cytokine and, 
according to Lein, it could even¬ 
tually be useful in late-stage 
AIDS patients. 

A recent hot-button 
topic that has been ac¬ 
tively discussed in the 
AIDS population as 
well as the think tank is 
structured therapy in¬ 
terruption (STI). 
Most AIDS patients 
call this a “drug hol¬ 
iday.” The group 
heard presentations of the latest 
data from these trials. It was dis¬ 
cussed in the context of people 
who are on a three- or four-drug 
antiviral therapy. The theory pro¬ 
posed is that a treatment inter¬ 
ruption could lead to less HIV re¬ 
sistance. So far, the results have 
not been very promising. The jury 
is still out on this approach, but 
Lein said the group thought there 
may be a role for this approach in 
the future. 

ACT UP/Golden Gate’s Sharp, 
who also works at the Asian Pacif¬ 
ic Islander Wellness Center at¬ 
tended as a community observer. 
He said that the think tank was 
very important because not all re¬ 
searchers seemed to be aware of 
each other’s research. While sit¬ 
ting at the same table as the well- 
known Ho, Sharp learned that Ho 
had no knowledge of thymic 
transplant research in AIDS. 
When Ho was told that Sharp had 
a thymic transplant, Ho indicated 
that he had never even heard of 
the procedure “It is so vital to get 
everyone in the same room and 
come up with new extreme cut¬ 
ting edge ideas. This happens 
without the usual chastisement 
among scientists,” Sharp said. 

Sharp thinks that the need for 
immune based therapies has 
reached a critical point. “Now that 
we are able to bring viral levels 
down, we should have more op¬ 
tions to boost the immune sys¬ 
tem,” he said. 

Interleukin2 (IL2) received 
some discussion, and IL2 studies in 
late-stage patients were presented. 
The findings show that in patients 
with low HIV viral loads, IL2 can 
increase CD4 counts. It worked in 
people who did not benefit from

Information for Patients About VIRACEPT® (Vl-ra-cept) 
Generic Name: nelfinavir (nel-FIN-na-veer) mesylate 

For the Treatment of Human Immunodeficiency Virus (HIV) Infection 

Please read this information carefully before taking VIRACEPT. Also, please read this leaflet each time 
you renew the prescription, just in case anything has changed. This is a summary and not a replacement 
for a careful discussion with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss VIRACEPT when you start 
taking this medication and at regular checkups. You should remain under a doctor’s care when taking 
VIRACEPT and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

WHAT IS VIRACEPT AND HOW DOES IT WORK? 

VIRACEPT is used in the treatment of people with human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) infection. 
Infection with HIV leads to the destruction of CD4 T cells, which are important to the immune system. 
After a large number of CD4 cells have been destroyed, the infected person develops acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome (AIDS). 

VIRACEPT works by blocking HIV protease (a protein-cutting enzyme), which is required for HIV to 
multiply. VIRACEPT has been shown to significantly reduce the amount of HIV in the blood. You should 
be aware, however, that the effect of VIRACEPT on HIV in the blood has not been correlated with long¬ 
term health benefits. Patients who took VIRACEPT also had significant increases in their CD4 cell count. 

VIRACEPT is usually taken together with other antiretroviral drugs such as Retrovir® (zidovudine, 
AZT), Epivir® (lamivudine, 3TC), or Zerit® (stavudine, d4T). Taking VIRACEPT in combination with other 
antiretroviral drugs reduces the amount of HIV in the body (viral load) and raises CD4 counts. 

VIRACEPT may be taken by adults, adolescents, and children 2 years of age or older. Studies in infants 
younger than 2 years of age are now taking place. 

DOES VIRACEPT CURE HIV OR AIDS? 

VIRACEPT is not a cure for HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term effects of VIRACEPT are not known at 
this time. People taking VIRACEPT may still develop opportunistic infections or other conditions 
associated with HIV infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus infections, 
Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections, and Kaposi’s sarcoma. 

It is not known whether VIRACEPT will help you live longer or reduce the number of infections or other 
illnesses that may occur. 

There is no proof that VIRACEPT can reduce the risk of transmitting HIV to others through sexual 
contact or blood contamination. 


Other protease inhibitors: 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

The amount of both drugs in your blood may be increased. Currently, there are no safety and efficacy 
data available from the use of this combination. 

• Norvir™ (ritonavir) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be increased. Currently, there are no safety and efficacy 
data available from the use of this combination. 

• Invirase® (saquinavir) 

The amount of saquinavir in your blood may be increased. If used in combination with saquinavir hard 
gelatin capsules at 600 mg three times daily, no dose adjustments are needed. Currently, there are no 
safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 

WHAT ARE THE SIDE EFFECTS OF VIRACEPT? 

Like all medicines, VIRACEPT can cause side effects. Most of the side effects experienced with 
VIRACEPT have been mild to moderate. Diarrhea is the most common side effect in people taking 
VIRACEPT, and most adult patients had at least mild diarrhea at some point during treatment. In clinical 
studies, about 20% of patients receiving VIRACEPT 750 mg (three tablets) three times daily had four or 
more loose stools a day. In most cases, diarrhea can be controlled using antidiarrheal medicines, such 
as Imodium® A-D (loperamide) and others, which are available without a prescription. 

Other side effects that occurred in 2% or more of patients receiving VIRACEPT include abdominal pain, 
asthenia, nausea, flatulence, and rash. 

There were other side effects noted in clinical studies that occurred in less than 2% of patients receiving 
VIRACEPT. However, these side effects may have been due to other drugs that patients were taking or to 
the illness itself. Except for diarrhea, there were not many differences in side effects in patients who took 
VIRACEPT along with other drugs compared with those who took only the other drugs. For a complete list 
of side effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

HOW SHOULD I TAKE VIRACEPT? 

VIRACEPT is available only with your doctor’s prescription. The light blue VIRACEPT Tablets should be 
taken three times a day. VIRACEPT should always be taken with a meal or a light snack. You do not have 
to take VIRACEPT exactly every 8 hours. Instead, you can take it at normal times when you are eating. 

Take VIRACEPT exactly as directed by your doctor. Do not increase or decrease any dose or the 
number of doses per day. Also, take this medicine for the exact period of time that your doctor has 
instructed. Do not stop taking VIRACEPT without first consulting with your doctor, even if you are 
feeling better. 

Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not give VIRACEPT to others or 
take medicine prescribed for someone else. 

The dosing of VIRACEPT may be different for you than for other patients. Follow the directions from 
your doctor, exactly as written on the label. The amount of VIRACEPT in the blood should remain 
somewhat consistent over time. Missing doses will cause the concentration of VIRACEPT to decrease; 
therefore, you should not miss any doses. However, if you miss a dose, you should take the dose as 
soon as possible and then take your next scheduled dose and future doses as originally scheduled. 


WHO SHOULD OR SHOULD NOT TAKE VIRACEPT? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether VIRACEPT is appropriate for you. In making 
your decision, the following should be considered: 

Allergies: If you have had a serious allergic reaction to VIRACEPT, you must not take VIRACEPT. 

You should also inform your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist of any known allergies to substances such as 
other medicines, foods, preservatives, or dyes. 

If you are pregnant: The effects of VIRACEPT on pregnant women or their unborn babies are not 
known. If you are pregnant or plan to become pregnant, you should tell your doctor before taking 
VIRACEPT. 

If you are breast-feeding: You should discuss with your doctor the best way to feed your baby. You 
should be aware that if your baby does not already have HIV, there is a chance that it can be transmitted 
through breast-feeding. Women should not breast-feed if they have HIV. 

Children: VIRACEPT is available for the treatment of children 2 through 13 years of age with HIV. There 
is a powder form of VIRACEPT that can be mixed with milk, baby formula, or foods like pudding. 
Instructions on how to take VIRACEPT powder can be found in a later section that discusses how 
VIRACEPT Oral Powder should be prepared. 

If you have liver disease: VIRACEPT has not been studied in people with liver disease. If you have liver 
disease, you should tell your doctor before taking VIRACEPT. 

Other medical problems: Certain medical problems may affect the use of VIRACEPT. Some people 
taking protease inhibitors have developed new or more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Some 
people with hemophilia have had increased bleeding. It is not known whether the protease inhibitors 
caused these problems. Be sure to tell your doctor if you have hemophilia types A and B, diabetes 
mellitus, or an increase in thirst and/or frequent urination. 

CAN VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER MEDICATIONS? 

VIRACEPT may interact with other drugs, including those you take without a prescription. You must 
discuss with your doctor any drugs that you are taking or are planning to take before you take VIRACEPT. 

Drugs you should not take with VIRACEPT: 

• Seldane® (terfenadine, for allergies) 

• Hismanal® (astemizole, for allergies) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride, for heartburn) 

• Cordarone®(amiodarone, for irregular heartbeat) 

• Quinidine (for irregular heartbeat), also known as Quinaglute®, Cardioquin® Quinidex®, and others 

• Ergot derivatives (Cafergot® and others, for migraine headache) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

Taking the above drugs with VIRACEPT may cause serious and/or life-threatening adverse events. 

• Rifampin (for tuberculosis), also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, Rifater®, or Rifamate® 

This drug reduces blood levels of VIRACEPT. 

Dose reduction required if you take VIRACEPT with: 

Mycobutin® (rifabutin, for MAC); you will need to take a lower dose of Mycobutin. 

A change of therapy should be considered if you are taking VIRACEPT with: 

• Phenobarbital 

• Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

• Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These agents may reduce the amount of VIRACEPT in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Oral contraceptives (“the pill”) 

If you are taking the pill to prevent pregnancy, you should use a different type of contraception since 
VIRACEPT may reduce the effectiveness of oral contraceptives. 

HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER ANTI-HIV DRUGS? 

Taking VIRACEPT together with other anti-HIV drugs increases their ability to fight the virus. It also 
reduces the opportunity for resistant viruses to grow. Based on your history of taking other anti-HIV 
medicine, your doctor will direct you on how to take VIRACEPT and other anti-HIV medicines. These 
drugs should be taken in a certain order or at specific times. This will depend on how many times a day 
each medicine should be taken. It will also depend on whether it should be taken with or without food. 
Nucleoside analogues: No drug interaction problems were seen when VIRACEPT was given with: 

• Retrovir (zidovudine, AZT) 

• Epivir (lamivudine, 3TC) 

• Zerit (stavudine, d4T) 

• Videx®(didanosine, ddl) 

If you are taking both Videx (ddl) and VIRACEPT: Videx should be taken without food, on an empty 
stomach. Therefore, you should take VIRACEPT with food one hour after or more than two hours before 
you take Videx. 

Nonnucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitors (NNRTIs): 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

• Viramune® (nevirapine) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be reduced. Studies are now taking place to learn about 
the safety of combining VIRACEPT with Viramune. 

• Other NNRTIs 

VIRACEPT has not been studied with other NNRTIs. 


Dosing in adults (including children 14 years of age and older) 

The recommended adult dose of VIRACEPT is 750 mg (three tablets) taken three times a day. Each 
dose should be taken with a meal or light snack. 

Dosing in children 2 through 13 years of age 

The VIRACEPT dose in children depends on their weight. The recommended dose is 20 to 30 mg/kg (or 
9 to 14 mg/pound) per dose, taken three times daily with a meal or light snack. This can be administered 
either in tablet form or, in children unable to take tablets, as VIRACEPT Oral Powder. 

Dose instructions will be provided by the child’s doctor. The dose will be given three times daily using the 
measuring scoop provided, a measuring teaspoon, or one or more tablets depending on the weight and 
age of the child. The amount of oral powder or tablets to be given to a child is described in the chart below.

In measuring oral powder, the scoop or teaspoon should be level. 

* 1 level scoop contains 50 mg of VIRACEPT. Use only the scoop provided with your VIRACEPT bottle. 

* 1 level teaspoon contains 200 mg of VIRACEPT. Note: A measuring teaspoon used for dispensing 
medication should be used for measuring VIRACEPT Oral Powder. Ask your pharmacist to make sure 
you have a medication dispensing teaspoon. 

How should VIRACEPT Oral Powder be prepared? 

The oral powder may be mixed with a small amount of water, milk, formula, soy formula, soy milk, 
dietary supplements, or dairy foods such as pudding or ice cream. Once mixed, the entire amount must 
be taken to obtain the full dose. 

Do not mix the powder with any acidic food or juice, such as orange or grapefruit juice, apple juice, or 
apple sauce, because this may create a bitter taste. 

Once the powder is mixed, it may be stored at room temperature or refrigerated for up to 6 hours. Do 
not heat the mixed dose once it has been prepared. 

Do not add water to bottles of oral powder. 

VIRACEPT powder is supplied with a scoop for measuring. For help in determining the exact dose of 
powder for your child, please ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

VIRACEPT Oral Powder contains aspartame, a low-calorie sweetener, and therefore should not be 
taken by children with phenylketonuria (PKU). 


HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE STORED? 

Keep VIRACEPT and all other medicines out of the reach of children. Keep bottle closed and store at 
room temperature (between 59°F and 86°F) away from sources of moisture such as a sink or other damp 
place.

David Armstrong of Atlanta, Geor¬ 
gia, born May 16,1947, died on 
Wednesday, October 13,1999. He is sur¬ 
vived by his partner of eight years, Dan 
Barron, with whom he shared a loving 
and devoted relationship. 

David accomplished much during 
his lifetime. He was involved in the 
leather/fetish/SM lifestyle years before 
we had an organized community.

older drugs or mono therapy. 
Should PWAs rush to use IL2? 

“People with low CD4s are el¬ 
igible for current studies,” Lein 
said. As for treating late-stage 
AIDS patients with standard IL2 
therapies, Lein was cautious. 
“Should a person with less than 
50 T-cells learn about IL2, and its 
side effects? There are settings 


where it might be appropriate to 
try. But if someone has an active 
infection, IL2 could worsen that 
condition,” she said. 

There was also some discus¬ 
sion about low-dose daily IL2 
therapy. (Data about a recent low- 
dose study was reported at a Sep¬ 
tember San Francisco AIDS con¬ 
ference and has been causing a 
buzz among AIDS patients.) Lein 
indicated that there will be more 
data on low-dose IL2 reported in 
about three months. 


Other concepts that were dis¬ 
cussed for further research were: 
alio immunization (a type or 
human white blood cell immu¬ 
nization), immune suppression 
with drugs like cyclosporin, and 
possible thymus transplantation. 

One approach that had been 
promoted and applied from pre¬ 
vious think tanks was CD8 or 
CD4 cell expansion. Results from 
completed studies indicated that 
this approach did not work in 
late-stage AIDS patients.

Following a 6:30 p.m. recep¬ 
tion with wine, spirits, and 
salmon and potato pancake hors 
d’oeuvres, the “Evening of Hope” 
gala dinner will feature Martin 
Delaney, Project Informs found¬ 
ing director, with an update on 
the latest trends in HIV/AIDS 
treatment, while guests enjoy free- 
range chicken with mushrooms 
and asparagus. 

Before the chocolate mousse, 
Project Inform will honor three 
individuals for their work in fight¬ 
ing AIDS: Gene Shearer, Ph.D., a 
leading AIDS researcher with the 
National Cancer Institute; Ben 
Cheng, assistant director for in¬ 
formation and advocacy at Pro¬ 
ject Inform; and California As¬ 
semblywoman Carole Migden 
(D-San Francisco). 

As the first female chair of the 
Assembly’s powerful Appropria¬ 
tions Committee, Migden will be 
thanked for her legislative work 
over the last year, including in¬ 
creasing funding for promising 
new AIDS drugs, and a bill per¬ 
mitting people with HIV/AIDS to 
return to work without losing 
MediCal benefits. 

The “empowerment of people 


living with HIV” has become al¬ 
most cliche since 1985, when Pro¬ 
ject Inform was founded in San 
Francisco. But for today’s clients 
of the organization that helped 
coin the phrase, it still carries 
some meaning. 

Project Inform has sought to 
inspire people to believe they 
could survive the epidemic by 
“taking charge” of their own 
health. And, perhaps most impor¬ 
tantly, to get involved in advocacy 
for the development and approval 
of new drugs. 

Combination treatment strate¬ 
gies - a concept advanced by Pro¬ 
ject Inform long before there were 
proven treatments to combine - 
apparently turned the tide of the 
epidemic in 1996, at least for 
those with access to these treat¬ 
ments. More people are living 
longer after a diagnosis of HIV or 
AIDS, with fewer opportunistic 
infections. The diabetes-like 
model of a “chronic, manageable 
infection” so vigorously promul¬ 
gated by the now-nationally rec¬ 
ognized organization over a 
decade ago has, it would seem, 
been partially achieved. 

But now, the protease in¬ 
hibitors that made the new AIDS 
paradigm possible in the western 
world could ironically prove to be 
its Achilles’ heel, leading to mu¬ 
tant super-strains of HIV resistant 
to all known treatment. Even 
more troubling, only more “me-

■ ust now, Tino Rodriguez is hot. Some would say he’s always been hot, 
I but consider his art, rather than the 32-year-old San Francisco painter’s 
uV vibrant queer sexuality.

T ^hat horror movies continue to exert their spell on modern au¬ 
diences is surprising given the panoply of real-life horrors that 
surround us. (How about Willie Brown, gay Republicans, and 
San Francisco rents for starters?) The San Francisco Film Soci¬ 
ety adds spice to what’s become a rather tired staple of horror movies 
at Halloween with Dark Wave, three nights of unusually intelligent dou¬ 
ble bills Oct. 29-31, showing in what’s probably the scariest venue in the 
city — that vaguely disquieting cavern, the Victoria Theatre. 

The first film, a US theatrical premiere, could in fact have been shot 
in the Victoria. It’s the gezillionth remake of The Phantom of the Opera, 
by Italian horrormeister Dario Argento (1998). Argento hit his peak a 
couple of decades ago with the masterfully weird Suspiria, and it’s been 
mostly downhill ever since. His Phantom is the weakest film in this se¬ 
ries, a typically incoherent exercise in atmosphere that deviates from 
other versions in having its title character handsome and maskless. In 
interviews, Argento always says he’s interested in “cruelty, not blood,” 
but there’s a parade of horrors here that will sate the appetite of even 
demanding gorehounds: a finger chewed to the bone by rats, a scene 
in which the Phantom pulls the tongue out of a hapless woman with 
his teeth, and of course plenty of impalings, head-bitings, and other 
staples of the Argento canon. Ennio Morricone’s score uplifts some 
scenes, but the film has the cheesy feel of a Penthouse layout. Argento’s 
daughter Asia mugs her way through the part of the naive diva, and Ju¬ 
lian Sands makes a tacky anti-hero, eventually succumbing to dialogue 
that sounds like a bad translation, to wit: “You will not sing tonight if 
you value these big breasts.” A hyperactive cast of dubbers keep the 
laughs coming. (10/29,7:30 p.m.) 

Second on this Friday night bill is Jake West’s wonderful Razor Blade 
Smile (1998). It’s hard to imagine adding anything new to the over¬ 
worked vampire genre, but West manages to do it in this satirical tale 
of latex-clad, Emma Peel-like Lilith Silver (Eileen Daly), a vampire who 
makes her living as a hitwoman. The story has innumerable twists, but 
maintains a witty tone throughout. West sets up a range of targets that 
he hits with panache, most notably conspiracy theories and the British 
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julien donkey-boy opens in the bay area on Friday, October 29th

N ews from Tokyo was not 
good for fans of freedom of 
expression last week, as the 
heirs of late demented homosexu¬ 
al novelist, bodybuilder, militarist 
and right-wing wacko Yukio 
Mishima were able, through a

court decision, to ban publication 
of a memoir by a writer who says 
he had a homosexual relationship 
with dear old Yukio. The court 
ruled that the book’s inclusion of 
Mishima’s mash letters to a 
younger writer constituted copy¬ 
right infringement. 

It all started when Sword and 
Winter Red memoirist Jiro 
Fukushima wrote a letter 
to YM asking him for the 
total dish on what the 
NY Times calls “a ho¬ 
mosexual. club” de¬ 
scribed in Mishima’s 
writings. “From the ex¬ 
change of correspon¬ 
dence, it appears that 
Mishima took Mr. 

Fukushima to the 
actual club in 
Tokyo” that was in 
his story, and the two subsequent¬ 
ly had a sexual relationship. 

The ruling ordered a ban on 
further publication and a recall of 
copies sold. Not only does this fly 
in the face of the international 
tradition of free posthumous 
publication of correspondence, it 
would be a crying shame. For one 
thing, we want to know: was it a 
sex club they went to, or some 
kind of weird military leather 


fetish club? Remember, Mr. 
Mishima committed seppuku, rit¬ 
ual suicide by sword, at 45 in 
1970. He had tried to get the 
Japanese army to stage a coup d'e¬ 
tat and start a militarist regime. 
Oops. Which all goes to support 
our theory that right-wingism is a 
mental disease. 

As a result, Out There 
must now make public 
our own personal cor¬ 
respondence with 
Yukio Mishima, 
which the heirs to his 
estate may try to sup¬ 
press if they must. Here 
it is in its entirety:

In interviews and scenes of daily 
life we meet “woubi,” “yossi,” and, 
barely, “toussi bakara” — respec¬ 
tively (roughly), queens, trade, 
and dykes.

I’ve 
stripped my heart of all that. Of 
course, it’ll creep back to me like a 
little insect.” 

Starting the 10:30 p.m. show is 
the short We got moves you ain't 
even heard of (part one), which 
pushes the boundaries in its 
amusing image of an Asian- 
American “faggot dyke” obsessed 
with Ralph Macchio of Karate Kid 
fame. Wrapping up the fest is im¬ 
presario Christopher Lee’s latest 
hardcore tranny fuck film Sex 
Flesh in Blood. This series of vi¬ 
gnettes takes us to all kinds of 
zany spaces, physical and mental. 
It opens in a graveyard, with Lee 
regulars Angel (a chubby FTM 
with a large stash of dildos) and 
Jade-Blue Eclips (a Real Girl) bit¬ 
ing each other’s necks, ramming 
latex phalluses into each other, 
slapping each other around, and 
generally vamping it up. Other 


segments show Anget— whose 
filed incisors and devil grin are 
veritable leitmotifs — as a butch 
bitch in boxers throwing a brutal 
fuck to one of his hapless cohorts. 
Other parts feature graphic S&M 
cluster fucks with the regulars and 
an assortment of men, women, 
and trannies, ending in a bloody 
Black Mass. Like its predecessor, 
Alley of the Tranny Boys, Sex Flesh 
in Blood is not for the faint of 
heart, but aficionados of tranny 
edgeplay and gender highjinks 
will want to the join the film in 
sailing over the top. T

as a straight woman than as a gay 
man. Of course, not everyone re¬ 
sponds well to her gender self-re¬ 
construction. She recalls being 
beat up and raped, and even the 
privileged club world she moves 
in has its homophobic hangers- 
on. Much of the film is taken up 
with her return to the North Car¬ 
olina ’burg where she grew up, 
and it’s a scary trip. Daddy, a red¬ 
neck alcoholic, is a study in the 
contradictory reactions that al¬ 
ways follow the ultimate 
makeover. “I don’t accept it,” he 
says. “I’d druther he be the other 
way around.” Minutes later, he 
says he’ll fight for her right to be 
who she is. Go figure. 

At the 2:15 p.m. show, an 
archival clip and film show 
promises a heady tour of San 
Francisco’s transgender history. 
On the same subject at the 5 p.m. 
show is Monika Treut’s documen¬ 
tary Gendernauts (1999), which 
looks at some of San Francisco’s 
“gender rebels.” These rebels run 
the gamut — some changing their 
sex because they feel their assigned 
identity was a mistake, others tak¬ 
ing on the godlike task of con¬ 
structing new selves as a kind of 
personal performance art. Tranny 
academic Sandy Stone puts it all in 
perspective when she says there 
are “many” genders — a comment 
that curiously recalls a statement 
one of Stacy Hollywood’s friends, 
a plainspoken woman who taught 
Kyle makeup tricks as a teen, 
makes in Creature. Gendernauts 
will open some eyes with its 
tableaux of a tranny underground 
that, like the trannies themselves, 
transforms a limited existing 
model — in this case, remaking a 
hostile society into a responsive 
one with tranny medical clinics, 
clubs, and various sacred spaces. 

Tickling the Ivory Coast 

The 7:30 p.m. show opens with 
the cartoon Betty Boop’s Hal¬ 
loween, with the inimitable Miss B, 
who must have inspired many a 
1930s tranny, assailed by various 
hobgoblins but emerging stylish 
and unscathed. Most intriguing in 
this show is Laurent Bocahut’s 
Woubi Cheri (1998), a fine doc 
that explores the lives of some of 
the Ivory Coast’s gender deviates.

r his year’s Trannyfest, run¬ 
ning appropriately enough 
through Halloween week, 
looks like the most ambitious yet, 
with panel discussions, schmooze- 
fests, free dance lessons (from 
“Inka and Adela”), and even drop- 
ins by two of our mayoral candi¬ 
dates (Tom Ammiano kicked off 
the opening night “Trans Perfor¬ 
mance Event,” and the desperate 
Willie Brown will appear at Satur¬ 
day night’s festivities). Of course, 
the crown jewel in this calculated- 
ly transgressive affair is the Tran¬ 
nyfest Film Festival, which takes 
over the Roxie Cinema for one day 
only on Saturday, October 30, 
from Noon to Midnight.

That’s exactly what happened 
with No No Nanette, which was 
well into rehearsals when the pro¬ 
ducers finally decided to replace 
the type with the real thing. 

The production, famous as the 
vehicle that briefly brought Ruby 
Keeler out of retirement, became 
an enormous hit. But once Wat¬ 
son had fulfilled her contract, she 
was outta there. 

“I think I was ingenued out,” 
she said recently, between bites of 
a tuna sandwich. “I decided I 
should be doing Shakespeare.” 

That was 27 years ago, and 
though Watson looks terrific, her 
ingenue days are past. Now she’s 
eagerly embracing a future as a 
character actress. “The comic side 
is definitely in me,” she said. “Peo¬ 
ple didn’t always get to see that 
side.” 

That side of Watson will be on 
view as 42nd Street Moon this 
week opens its production of The 
Grass Harp, a short-lived 1971 
musical based on Truman 
Capote’s whimsical novel. Wat¬ 
son is playing the quirky Dolly 
Talbo, who’d rather live in a tree- 
house than share her secret drop¬ 
sy cure recipe with a greedy con 
man. 

“It’s so ’70s,” Watson said. 
“There’s peace, love, and flowers 
— the whole bag, but it’s not told 
like Hair. It’s a gentle story, and 
the language is very Southern. 
Such wonderful terminologies.” 

The book by Kenward Elmslie 
can be “a little flaky,” Watson ac¬ 
knowledged, “because there are so 
many combinations of characters 
coming together. But it’s really a 
beautiful work of music with 
lovely lyrics.” 

Elmslie and Claibe Richard¬ 
son’s songs drew most of the 
praise when The Grass Harp 
opened, and despite a four-per¬ 
formance run, they were pre¬ 
served on an original cast record¬ 
ing with Barbara Cook, Carol 
Brice, and Karen Morrow. The 
album has helped create a cult fol¬ 
lowing for the musical, which is 
rarely produced. 

Actually, Watson played Dolly 
once before, in the early ’80s at an 
Equity-waiver theater in Los An¬ 
geles. “It was a nice try,” she said 
of that earlier production.

For the boys 

After a career that galloped out 
of the starting gate, Watson now 
seems content with a gentle can¬ 
ter. During the prime years after 
No No Nanette, she gave her hus¬ 
band and two sons top-billing. 
“That’s been my undoing,” she 
said of putting family ahead of ca¬ 
reer, “but I can’t regret it, because 
I have two wonderful boys.” 

She is also still married to Nor¬ 
ton Wright after 35 years. “He’s 
very good about my working,” 
Watson said. “He knows that 
sometimes I just need to do it.” 

Her future husband first saw 
Watson perform in London. He 
was in the Air Force, and she was 
a Jet in West Side Story. “He told 
me I wasn’t too convincing as a 
gang member,” she said.

The Tulsa native was just 19 
and a Juilliard School drop-out. “I 
started studying as a soprano, but 
I had a big yen to get to Broad¬ 
way.” Her first job was in the Lon¬ 
don West Side Story, playing a Jet 
and understudying Maria. Origi¬ 
nal director Jerome Robbins (“a 
real task-master”) staged the pro¬ 
duction, and Chita Rivera recreat¬ 
ed her role as Anita. 

“It was a great way to start 
Broadway,” she said, “even though 
it was London. But my leading 
lady wasn’t getting sick, so I de¬ 
cided to come home.” 

Back in New York, she met Har¬ 
vey Schmidt and Tom Jones, who 
were looking for a leading lady for 
a new show they were writing. It 
was The Fantasticks, and Watson 
played The Girl at backers’ audi¬ 
tions and in an early one-act ver¬ 
sion of the musical. But she turned 
down the chance to play the role 
when the musical was ready to 
open off-Broadway in 1960. 

“I had gotten Kim in Bye Bye 
Birdie, but I felt so badly about 
The Fantasticks. But Harvey said, 
‘Take the Broadway show, Susie.’ 
It turned out OK because I got to 
do the show on tour, and on tele¬ 
vision with Bert Lahr and Ricar¬ 
do Montalban.” 

And 40 years after she first 
played The Girl, Watson had the 
chance to do it again last year — 
unexpectedly, and in Alaska. She 
was directing the musical for an 
Anchorage theater when the ac¬ 
tress playing the role got strep 
throat two days before opening. 

“The producer said, ‘You do it.’ 
And I said, ‘Who are you kidding?’ 
But I did it for three nights. I was 
making up phrases, and told El 
Gallo and The Boy to push me 
around the stage. But I actually 
got a pretty good review.” ▼

SF Opera season on disc , part two

B ecause it is so labor inten¬ 
sive, opera is the most ex¬ 
pensive entertainment on 
earth. The cast of characters re¬ 
quired to put on an opera rivals 
the credit crawl at the end of an 
independent movie. The differ¬ 
ence is that Quentin Tarantino 
can recoup his expenses in foreign 
rentals and video sales. Every time 
the gold curtain goes up at the 
War Memorial, is costs the same 
bundle of dough for stagehands, 
tech people, orchestral musicians 
and the singers. The resultant 
ticket prices have reached $145 for 
a single box seat. 

If you are planning on splurg¬ 
ing that kind of cash on a night at 
the opera, or even if you get $10 
standing room, you had better 
maximize your experience by 
learning the music first. I can’t tell 
you how many operatic virgins 
dutifully asked my advice about 
which recording of Wagner’s Ring 
to listen to this summer, only to 
confess ruefully afterward that 
they wished they actually had 
done their homework instead of 
just talking about it. So listen up 
and, if you already know this stuff, 
feel free to agree or to snort your 
disapproval. 

Wozzeck (Berg) — Nobody is 
afraid of Wozzeck any more. Pre¬ 
sented without intermission, it is 
95 minutes of coruscating music 
drama, painfully sad yet emotion¬ 
ally cathartic because Berg’s mu- 
sico-dramatic instincts far out¬ 
weigh his atonal theories. There 
has never been a really bad 
Wozzeck recording, but for mod¬ 
ern sound you’ll want to investi¬ 
gate either Theo Adam and Gisela 
Schroter with the mysterious Her¬ 
bert Kegel conducting the Leipzig 
Radio Orchestra (Berlin Classics; 
two discs), or one of the two 
Wozzecks starring Franz Grund- 
heber (heard here in Arabella and 
returning in June as Amfortas). 

In the older one, recorded at 
the Vienna State Opera, Grund- 
heber’s partners are soprano 
Hildegard Behrens (SFO’s Marie) 
and conductor Claudio Abbado 
(Deutsche Grammophon; two 
discs). Its main drawback is the 
artificial, instrument-heavy bal¬ 
ance between voices and orches¬ 
tra. Better is the 1994 live Berlin 
Staatsoper performance conduct¬ 
ed by Daniel Barenboim, who gets 
Berg’s relationship between math¬ 
ematical perfection and romantic 
pathos exactly right (Teldec; two 
discs). The Marie is sexy Waltraud 
Meier, another of those “disap¬ 
peared” singers who made fantas¬ 
tic SFO debuts and were never 
heard here again. Wozzeck plays 
Nov. 2,5,7,9,13,17. 

Idomeneo (Mozart) — When 
performed in correct period style, 
as John Eliot Gardiner does on his 
elegantly cast performance 
(Archiv; three discs), this early 
Mozart opera seria tends to sound 
bloodless. A lot of 18th-century 
music does, because our ears are 
full of Verdi, Wagner and Mahler, 
and you won’t hear a period per¬ 
formance from the SFO pit in any 
case, at least not with Donald 
Runnicles conducting. But you 
might get something like James 
Levine’s thrilling Metropolitan 


Opera recording, full of 
heavy-duty issues about 
father-son relationships and un¬ 
requited love (DG; three discs). 

Levine’s cast is nearly perfect, 
with Placido Domingo (not usu¬ 
ally one of my faves) singing with 
noble fervor, even if he does per¬ 
form the shorter, less florid ver¬ 
sion of “Fuor del mar.” He and 
Cecilia Bartoli (Idamante) sing 
the recitatives in flawlessly con¬ 
versational Italian, while Carol 
Vaness (as in our production) is 
the oversexed Elettra. With stars 
like Thomas Hampson and Frank 
Lopardo in comprimario roles, 
this is hot stuff. Idomeneo plays 
Nov. 14,16,19,23, Dec. 1,5,11. 


Nabucco (Verdi) — Verdi’s 
first success is a choral opera. The 
great patriotic outburst “Va, pen- 
siero” is still considered by many 
Italians to be their unofficial na¬ 
tional anthem. Ian Robertson’s 
SFO chorus has been singing 
splendidly this season, so expect 
to be moved by the Hebrews’ 
plight. The hard part is the sopra¬ 
no role, Verdi’s cruelest. Listen to 
the poor thing’s entrance, as the 
music grinds relentlessly across 
her vocal break. The most cele¬ 
brated Nabucco recording stars 
the legendary Elena Souliotis, 
who had a sensational five-year 
career, largely because she special¬ 
ized in Abigaille. I’m not as fond 
of her recording (Decca; two 
discs) as my colleagues, because I 
never got baritone Tito Gobbi’s 
message; he was a great actor but 
sounds barky and faintly 
out-of-tune on records. My fa¬ 
vorite Nabucco is still conductor 
Riccardo Muti’s, with Renata 
Scotto as a thrilling, if eyebrow¬ 
raising Abigaille, managing to 
phrase and shape the music, not 
just scream it out of vocal desper¬ 
ation. Matteo Managuerra is the 
resinous, snarling baritone (EMI 
Classics; two discs). 

The newest Nabucco (Valois; 
two discs) is a keeper, a 1998 live 
semi-staged concert from Tokyo’s 
Suntory Hall, with a fabulous 
Japanese chorus that sounds as 
Italian as La Scala’s. Israeli con¬ 
ductor Daniel Oren sways and 
dips in Verdi’s early rhythmic 
style. The cast includes slightly 
over-the-hill Renato Bruson, 
bright tenor Fabio Armiliato (an¬ 
other of the “disappeared” who 
made a sterling debut here and 
never returned), rich basso Fer¬ 
ruccio Furlanetto, and the luxury 
casting of Elena Zaremba in the 
small role of Fenena. If the campy 
cover picture of Maria Guleghina 
wearing a red velvet gown and a 
gold Japanese headdress doesn’t 
make you buy the discs, her 
singing of the lyrical “Anch’io dis- 
cuso” and its gut-busting cabalet- 
ta will. Nabucco plays Nov. 24,27, 
30, Dec. 3,6,10,12. 


La Boheme (Puccini) — I 
wouldn’t dream of recommend¬ 
ing a La Boheme recording; the 
one that strikes your heart first 
will, like a first love, always be 
your favorite. Some of mine in¬ 
clude Mirella Freni with conduc¬ 
tor Herbert von Karajan (Decca 
studio and numerous live perfor¬ 
mances from La Scala and Vien¬ 
na) and the Colin Davis set 
(Philips; two discs) with the then 
love-birds Katia Ricciarelli and 
Jose Carreras. And don’t forget 
that sizzling Australian Opera 


video, directed by Strictly Ball¬ 
room's Baz Luhrmann, starring 
sex-on-a-stick David Hobson. 

The latest Bohdme (Decca; two 
discs) is not half bad if you can 


stomach the “Love Couple” hype 
for Angela Gheorghiu and Rober¬ 
to Alagna. Riccardo Chailly pre¬ 
sides over a warmly passionate 
reading with La Scala forces (mu- 
sicologically cleaned up), while 
the dishy tenor actually sings what 
Puccini wrote at the end of Act 
One, rather than the gratuitously 
ugly high C Tilson Thomas let 
him get away with at the San 
Francisco Symphony gala last 
month. La Boheme plays, with 
multiple cast changes, on Dec. 4, 
7,9,11, January 8,9,11-16. T

Lainie Kazan at the Plush Room

L ainie Kazan brings a lot of 
history to her Plush Room 
debut. Finally getting .to go 
on for Barbara Streisand 18 
months into the run of Funny Girl 
led to a record contract, a manag¬ 
er, and her career was launched. 
And what a varied career it’s been. 

Spotted by Francis Ford Cop¬ 
pola at the Venetian Room, she 
was invited to join his Zoetrope 
Players and appear in One From 
the Heart. She starred in Lust in 
the Dust opposite Divine and Tab 
Hunter, and she garnered award 
nominations for her role in the 
Broadway and movie versions of 
My Favorite Year. Along the way, 
she’s appeared on television and 
recorded half-a-dozen albums. In 
addition to performing, she was 
tapped by Hugh Hefner to run 
“Lainie’s Room” at the Playboy 
Clubs in Los Angeles and, later,

dearingly informal as she alter¬ 
nated between sophisticated seri¬ 
ousness, lusty sexuality, and 
bawdy humor, sometimes invok¬ 
ing Mae West. She also offered a 
Sophie Tucker medley of “One of 
These Days” and “I’m Living 
Alone and I Like It.” I wondered 
what Sharon McKnight, who has 
developed an entire show based 
on the life of Tucker, thought of 
Kazan’s interpretation. 

Near the end of her act, Kazan 
confessed that she almost didn’t 
make it to the gig. She’d had a 
“most horrendous week,” moving 
from a big apartment to a much 
smaller one, at the same time her 
mother had triple bypass surgery. 


But the audience’s resounding re¬ 
ception seem to make it all worth¬ 
while. “I’ve got a bunch of movies 
coming out, but this is where I 
live,” she kvelled. 

With Lainie Kazan’s cabaret act 
following the recent Plush Room 
appearance of Rita Moreno, the 
audience’s warm response re¬ 
vealed that they appreciated expe¬ 
riencing another veteran enter¬ 
tainer whose history almost over¬ 
shadows her performance. ▼

New York. This show biz veteran 
has been around. 

After a well-arranged instru¬ 
mental version of “You Go To My 
Head” by her able trio of piano, 
bass and percussion, a highly dra¬ 
matic drum roll announced 
Kazan to the stage of the Plush 
Room. Her leonine hair and 
porcelain skin were handsomely 
set off by a glittering necklace and 
pleated black satin top over a 
floor-length black skirt. 

Opening with a heartfelt inter¬ 
pretation of Cole Porter’s “I Con¬ 
centrate on You,” she followed 
with more contemporary offer¬ 
ings, “Song for You” and Carole 
Bayer Sager’s “Come In From the 
Rain.” But for the most part, 
Kazan stuck to standards from the 
American Songbook. 

“I could use a little more vol¬ 
ume,” she commanded. “Of me,” 
she added, as if there were any 
question. Her reputation of being 
“difficult” because of her de¬ 


mands for professional sound sys¬ 
tems, lighting, and dressing 
rooms seemed to play out at the 
Plush Room. Several times dur¬ 
ing opening night, she com¬ 
plained of “too much reverb.” Her 
observation that “it’s a little thin 
up here” apparently did not refer 
to her ample girth, of which she 
seemed well aware. 

For the cover art of her newest 
CD, Body and Soul, she was en¬ 
couraged to use photographs 
from her Playboy spread during 
her “hippie days.” Referring to the 
provocative poster hanging in the 
lobby, she remarked, “If you got 
brought in by the body, I hope it’s 
the soul that you enjoy.” - 

Unplumbed depths 

Unfortunately, her interpreta¬ 
tions were seldom more than 
rudimentary. Thin at the top of 
the range, her voice settled into 
somewhat warmer hues in the 
lower registers, but the emotional 
depth of much of her material 
was never fully plumbed. Occa¬ 
sionally, she used offbeat phrasing 
in an attempt to put her stamp 
onto a familiar song. 

One of the most effective mo¬ 
ments was the first of “three real¬ 
ly depressing songs” — the 
melancholy “The Last Time I Saw 
Jimmy,” in which she had the au¬ 
dience believing she was waltzing 
with a long-ago lover.

“The Man That Got Away.” 

Kazan declared that she was 
happy to be back in San Francis¬ 
co, announcing that she began her 
35-year career at the hungry i.

V iolet'was born two years ago 
in a 140-seat off-Broadway 
theater, where its newfan¬ 
gled old-fashioned musical story¬ 
telling was widely embraced. Now 
this fable-like musical is turning 
up in much larger venues, includ¬ 
ing the Mountain View Center for 
the Performing Arts, where it 
must strain to provide big-house 
entertainment. 

Even so, TheatreWorks has 
managed to fill the expansive 
stage with a handsome produc¬ 
tion populated with attractive 
performances. Though the musi¬ 
cal can grow sleepy at times, espe¬ 
cially in the first act, the final re¬ 
sult is one of comforting rewards. 

Jeanine Tesori (music) and 
Brian Crawley (book and lyrics) 
fashioned their collaboration 
from Doris Betts’ popular short 
story “The Ugliest Pilgrim.” The 
25-year-old Violet’s pilgrimage is 
via Greyhound Bus from the hills 
of North Carolina to the Oz of 
Tulsa, Oklahoma. There she hopes 
for a miracle at the hands of a tel¬ 
evangelist. 

In flashbacks, we learn how a 
childhood accident left her with a 
horrific scar across her face. On 
stage, though, it is only visible in 
the other characters’ startled reac¬ 


tions. These include the fellow 
passengers aboard the bus, most 
notably two servicemen on their 
way to Fort Smith, Arkansas. One 
is white and one is black, and both 
are interested in Violet, for differ¬ 
ent reasons. 

The songs punctuate the pro¬ 
ceedings unpredictably with a 
pastiche of styles ranging from 
country twang and mild rock to 
blues and gospel. The music is al¬ 
ways pleasant, but only occasion¬ 
ally invigorating, and the lyrics 
often glance off the situations they 
should illuminate. 

Director Robert Kelley has 
smoothly staged the production 
on Tom Langguth’s evocative, 
adaptable set that perhaps makes 
overabundant use of its turntable. 

As Violet, Kelli Maguire lends 
a powerful voice to a robust per¬ 
formance. There are more strong 
vocals, as well as a sensitive char¬ 
acterization, from Michael Gene 
Sullivan as the black soldier. And 
if Jonathan Rhys Williams’ singing 
is a little more effortful as the 
white recruit, he deftly reveals this 
conflicted character. 

Kevin Blackton is deliciously 
over-the-top as the Tulsa preacher 
who is more Jimmy Swaggart 
than Oral Roberts. Chelsea Mor¬ 
gan Stock and Remi Sandri are 
fine as young Violet and her guilt- 
ridden father, and the rest of the

cast complements the proceedings 
playing multiple roles. 

In the end, Violet' s message is 
not particularly startling: Inner 
beauty is more important than 
the skin-deep variety. But the mu¬ 
sical provides a pleasant, leisurely 
journey to this end. This is a show 
that travels at the speed of Grey¬ 
hound. ▼

Bewitched 

Saturday opens with Michael 
Almereyda’s 1998 The Eternal ( an¬ 
other US theatrical premiere), a 
film that proves what we’ve sus¬ 
pected all along — that every 
house in Ireland has a 2000-year- 
old bog witch slabbed out in the 
basement. This beautifully visual¬ 
ized mix of the generic and the 
artful follows New Yorker Nora 
(Alison Elliot) and her family to 
Ireland, where they encounter a 
bizarre cast of characters includ¬ 
ing said witch, who promptly 
shape-shifts into Nora’s vicious 
doppelganger. The him doesn’t al¬ 
ways make sense, thanks in part to 
too many hallucination/memory 
sequences. And dialogue like, “It 
was the Iron Age — you had to do 
a lot of nasty things just to get by” 
sounds more campy than creepy. 
But TheEternalhas an undeniable 
power deriving partly from the 
mood-drenched Irish coastal 
landscape and partly from the un¬ 
settling sense that these are real 
people trapped in an unreal, ter¬ 
rifying world. The film’s intermit¬ 
tent incoherence can be attributed 
partly to the indie company that 
financed it; faced with Almerey¬ 
da’s original cut (reportedly bet-

ter), they freaked and hacked it 
up. What’s left is still a powerful 
work that deserved a better fate 
than the dreaded straight-to- 
video.

Sam Raimi has lately moved 
into the mainstream with A Sim¬ 
ple Plan and For Love of the Game, 
but he made his reputation, and 
deservedly, with flashy, self-fi¬ 
nanced indies like the second on 
this bill, The Evil Dead (1982). A 
group of college kids in an old 
cabin in the woods unleash a vari¬ 
ety of horrors on the world by 
dabbling in a “forbidden” book. 


The story is equal parts H.P. Love- 
craft and E.C. comics, but what’s 
most memorable is Raimi’s su¬ 
perb use of telephoto lenses, rad¬ 
ically fast dollies and pans, and all 
manner of visual trickery to keep 
the audience in a dazed state. 
Raimi was a pioneer in wedding a 
comic book aesthetic to the hor¬ 
ror genre, and The Evil Dead still 
packs a punch. (10/30,9:20 p.m.) 

Sunday’s double bill opens 
with an unassailable classic, Mario 
Bava’s Black Sunday ( 1960). This

After Bava’s descent into hell, 
the comic-horrific Return of the 
Living Dead ( 1985) is a relief. Some

The great tragedy of this film 
is that it completely wastes the 
prodigious talent of Meryl Streep, 
who may well be America’s great¬ 
est living actress.

The Wunderkind behind 'julien donkey-bo /

N ot every interview begins 
with the journalist walking 
into a New York City hotel 
room only to find a leading lady 
draped over her director, but then 
Chloe Sevigny and Harmony Ko- 
rine are definitely not like every 
other leading lady and director. And 
julien donkey-boy, which opens Fri¬ 
day in the Bay Area, is unlike any 
other film you’ve seen or even 
imagined you might want to see. 

donkey-boy focuses upon the 
life of schizophrenic Julien (Ewen 
Brenner) and his oddball family 
with whom he lives in Queens, 
New York. Our hero starts off 
murdering a small boy over a tur¬ 
tle. With that out of the way, he’s 
ready for his other daily activities: 
muttering in the street to himself, 
and working in a home for the 
blind where magic tricks are per¬ 
formed. 

Back at the homestead, sister 
Pearl, a would-be ballerina, is 
pregnant, probably from a family 
member; brother Chris (Evan 
Neumann), a would-be wrestler, 
is pulling himself up staircases to 
build up his arms; and Dad 
(Werner Herzog) is drinking 
cough medicine out of a woman’s 
shoe. Meanwhile, Grandma (Ko- 
rine’s real grandmother), who’s 
not all there either, mainly pops 
up for dinner. 

Anyone following Korine’s ca¬ 
reer up to this point won’t be sur¬ 
prised by the interaction that oc¬ 
curs next. This indie Wunderkind 
wrote the script for Kids, director 
Larry Clark’s sensuous, hard-hit¬ 
ting look at New York City’s youth 
culture. Then he directed and 
wrote Gummo, a traipse into a 
small impoverished town where 
boys shoot cats and sell them to a 
Chinese restaurant, when not 
being fed spaghetti while bathing 
in a dirty bathtub. Please note the 
bacon taped to the wall in that 
memorable scene. 

In his current effort, a brutal 
weirdness shows its face time and 
time again. The tormented Julien 
dons a bra to wrestle with his 
brother, and Dad turns on the 
garden hose and forces Chris to 
stand under the cold, stinging 
spray so he won’t grow up to be a 
loser. Pa later tells Chris to put on 
his mother’s dress and dance with 
him. (Please note Julien is based 


on Korine’s Uncle Eddie, and the 
film was shot in his grandmoth¬ 
er’s actual house. Paging Doctor 
Freud.) 

But what should be noted 
about the film is that its madness 
is startlingly beautiful to watch, 
shot by The Celebration's cine¬ 
matographer Anthony Dod Man¬ 
tle. Additionally, this is the first 
American film created in compli¬ 
ance with Dogma ’95, a set of 
stringent rules laid out by a group 
of Danes intent on returning the 
celluloid medium to a sense of 
purity. The final result has some 
critics yelling “genius” and some 
audience members running for 
the hills. The New York Times even 
felt it was necessary to warn their 
readers about donkey-boy's “occa¬ 
sional shock tactics like Julien’s 
ideas about Hitler and his secret 
vision of a masturbating nun.” 

Do ask, do tell 

But is it for gays? And would 
Korine like a queer following? 

“Yeah. Yeah. Definitely,” he ex¬ 
claims. “Definitely. I really love 
gays in general. I’ve always been 
attracted to gays. Gays in the mil¬ 
itary especially. Yeah.” 

B.A.R.: You know the father’s 
treatment of his sons in this film 
is not unlike the rejection and 
ridicule many gays have received 
from their dads? 

“Yeah. That makes sense to me. 
I never thought of that,” says the 
cherub-faced helmer, who’s stalk¬ 
ing the room cheerfully, trying to 
hide his youth behind an un¬ 
kempt beard and hairdo. 

B.A.R.: A few of your fans 
would probably like to know if 
you plan to keep this look your 
entire career, sort of like Fass¬ 
binder, who wore only black. Will 
we ever see you with a bleached 
crewcut or in some Versace garb? 

Korine: I don’t know, although 
next year I’ll be with gays in the 
military. 

B.A.R.: They’ll be happy about 
that. 

Korine: I just wear these 
clothes because everything else’s 
dirty. 

B.A.R.: Fassbinder would wear 
the same clothes until they were 
filthy. Then he’d leave a restaurant 
in the middle of a meal and return 
in new clothes. 

Korine: We have that in com¬ 
mon. That and gays in the mili¬ 
tary.

B.A.R.: Now, this is the third 
film you’ve been involved with 
that stars Chloe, who’s also great 
as the love interest in the current 
Boys Don't Cry. Is she your muse 
or something? Does she represent 
all womanhood for you? 

Korine: She’s all woman, and 
her booty is delicious. For me, 
Chloe obviously understands me 
and knows kind of what I like. 
Also, we have a very similar kind 
of taste, so basically when I’m di¬ 


recting or just in general, she 
knows if I’m going to be happy 
about something or not. I can 
trust her. She’s also one of those 
people that continually surprises 
me and gives me things. That’s 
why I continue to work with her, 
because I’m always exploring a 
different kind of side of myself, 
and she’s always giving me some¬ 
thing different. She never repeats 
herself. She’s a great actress. She’s 
delicious. [Chloe beams and gig¬ 


gles aloud.] 

B.A.R.: When your two’s press 
interviews are over today, do you 
plan to take a horse-drawn car¬ 
riage through Central Park to¬ 
gether? 

Korine: No. Because of the 
mosquitoes. I don’t want en¬ 
cephalitis. 

B.A.R.: Dying would certainly 
help your film’s box office. 

Korine: I’d never risk it. 

And that’s a good thing. T

Denizens of the 

Men seeking men in India

Love in a Different Climate; Men 
Who Have Sex with Men in India 
by Jeremy Seabrook; Verso, $25 

T his book’s subtitle is not a 
dodge. A different book, 
subtitled “Gay Life in India,” 
would make equally fascinating 
reading — but it wouldn’t be the 
one Seabrook, an English writer 
and journalist with vast experi¬ 
ence of South Asia, has written. 
Interviewing denizens of “the 
Park,” Delhi’s principal cruise 
zone, Seabrook learned what mo¬ 
tivated Indian men — few of 
whom were gay self-identified — 
to seek each other’s erotic physi¬ 
cal companionship. The picture 
that emerges will be familiar to 
any gay traveler to South Asia — 
and a conundrum to anyone who 
sees same-sex sexual behavior 
only through post-Stonewall 
Western eyes. 

There are three kinds of men- 
to-men sex in Delhi, one of 
Seabrook’s interviewees tells him, 
“need [when men really prefer 
men], time-pass [men who will ac¬ 


cept men when there is nothing 
else available], and livelihood 
[when men sell sex for a living]. 
But, to his credit, the author di¬ 
vines many more. In fact, despite 
his sincere if clumsy attempt to 
make this a serious, quasi-scientif- 
ic sociological study, the author 
achieves something greater yet in 
his survey — and later in his 
polemics about the inadequacy of 
Western models to comprehend 
this specifically Asian phenome¬ 
non. Seabrook preserves his inter¬ 
viewees as individuals, for all of 
whom the reader ultimately reach¬ 
es understanding and, where nec¬ 
essary, compassion. In the end, 
better they remain people than so¬ 
ciological vectors. Better in the end 
that he have subjects than objects. 

Such sensitivity to individuals 
and their stories may be due in 
part to the fact that Seabrook is a 
novelist as well as journalist and 
cultural commentator. A few 
months back I reviewed his novel 
Colonies of the Heart (Gay Men’s 
Press) for this paper. Colonies — 
which took frequent times-out 
from its narrative for the author’s 
reflections on various issues — is 
about the relationship of a gay 


home and outside. The Park is a 
kind of haven from daily conven¬ 
tions and the places in which fam¬ 
ily and work are located. People 
can be seen to change their be¬ 
havior at the exit; another de¬ 
meanor and a different face are 
presented to the world, as visible 
as a change of costume.” 

A surprising number of the 
men interviewed allowed that 
what they were really seeking was 
not short-term release but love 
with a devoted partner. Given 
that, the words of Pandu, who had 
found a boyfriend, seem particu¬ 
larly wrenching. “He is a busi¬ 
nessman. I have to call him up to 
make arrangements when he is 
free, at his convenience. But that 
is India: you cannot think of liv¬ 
ing together, or making a home, 
of staying in the same place. Even 
if you are committed to someone, 
you have to make your life in se¬ 
cret.” 

The impact of dizzyingly rapid 
modernization on this ancient 
culture, particularly in the big 
cities, is a subtheme of this fasci¬ 
nating book. Seabrook, who has 
pitched in with AIDS agencies in 
India, makes strong proposals for 
ways in which Westerns can be 
genuinely helpful to this emerging 
subcontinent — starting with dis¬ 
engaging from the ongoing impe¬ 
rialism, which exploits cheap sex 
made available out of economic 
necessity as grievously as it ex¬ 
ploits other forms of cheap labor. 
But Love in a Different Climate is 
on its surest footing when it pro¬ 
motes an approach to true libera¬ 
tion that begins with a compas¬ 
sionate understanding of the way 
things are. ▼

I n an admirable move toward 
validating and possibly exor¬ 
cising his speckled past life as 
a hustler and drug abuser, Rick 
Whitaker has penned a first-per¬ 
son account of his time in New 
York City selling his body to 
strangers. The author is brave 
enough to place his face on the 
cover (lying down, of course), and 
while the book is small in size, it 
is hefty on intent, and suffused 
with true sentiment. 

His story begins with his move 
to New York City in the late 1980s, 
with boyfriend in tow. After earn¬

English traveler to India with a 
young Indian man who cherished 
that relationship, perhaps 
supremely, in his life, while fol¬ 
lowing the expected life trajecto¬ 
ry of an Indian male by caring for 
his mother and members of his 
birth family, marrying and having 
children. Seabrook’s English pro¬ 
tagonist could have spared him¬ 
self some of the pain and cyni¬ 
cism he took away from that rela¬ 
tionship if he’d read Love in a Dif¬ 
ferent Climate. 

Love seeks to understand its 
target phenomenon on its own 
terms (its interviewees’ stories and 
thoughts are more memorable 
than what Seabrook makes of 
them) without the prejudice of a 
European-American point of 
view and without judgment. That 
it does so is its great achievement. 

Beyond missionary 
position 

The “reasons” these cruise park 
denizens give for their activities 
are varied — though patterns 
emerge — and largely about “cir¬ 
cumstances.” Several men say they 
seek sex with men because their 
otherwise loving wives are unwill¬ 


ing to engage in 
sexual practices 
beyond passive 
penetrative sex in 
the (in this case) 
aptly named mis¬ 
sionary position. 

(The long-term 
ill effects of Eng¬ 
lish imperialism, 
with its smoth¬ 
ering prudery 
and maiming 
double stan¬ 
dards, on this 
ecstasy-based 
culture are evi¬ 
dent throughout this study.) Oth¬ 
ers cite the need for release in a 
culture that often binds men to 
men in institutions like business 
and the military with repressive 
attitudes and without compensat¬ 
ing comforts. Still others speak of 
recapitulating patterns of sex with 
older men — family members as 
well as teachers — begun in child¬ 
hood or adolescence. Surprisingly 
few seem to engage in sex with 
men purely for money, which is 
startling in this poverty-racked 
land. 

Only a small portion of that 
last group claim to derive no plea¬ 
sure from the experience. From 
the rest there is no denial that they 
engage in sex with other men vol¬ 
untarily (even if compulsively) 
and specifically for the pleasure it 
brings. Therein lies the universal¬ 
ity of a socio-sexual phenomenon 
that in most other respects seems 
more than half a world away from 
Collingwood or Buena Vista Park. 

Seabrook does find men who 
are gay self-identified and live 
openly with their sexualities, but 
they are few and mostly of the 
middle, moneyed or otherwise 
privileged classes. In many other 
testimonies, Seabrook writes, 
“There is a glimpse of the closed, 
concealed worlds of sexual prac¬ 
tice in India, which remain un¬ 
touched by ideas of being gay, 
identity politics or liberation... . 
The embattled and secret lives of 
the men who are drawn to their 
own sex remain largely inaccessi¬ 
ble, apart from the kind of brief 
insight we gain here. What people 
do is not integrated with what 
they say but remains separate, 
sometimes symbolized by the di¬ 
vided worlds of village and city, of

“way to get back” at his lover and 
a way to inexplicably pay tribute 
to him (as he had been a hustler 
previously). 

Whitaker then goes on to ex¬ 
plore the seediness and humilia¬ 
tion of a working hustler, and is 
frank when providing insight into 
the “johns” he serviced. His re¬ 
flections following a routine trick 
with an “overweight and balding 
George” are just one painful ex¬ 
ample among many in this mem¬ 
oir which seem to demonstrate 
the barrenness of the sex-for-hire 
trade. “He called a taxi for me, and 
when I left I suddenly felt very 
sad,” Whitaker writes. “George’s 
money was a lump in my pocket. 
1 felt that I had reminded a lonely 
man of his loneliness and then left 
him to it.” 

No regrets 

Occasionally blended into the 
narrative are Whitaker’s own de¬ 
tailed journals, filled with retro¬ 
spection and witty remarks about 
his travels, his friends, and the 
somewhat dispirited life he has 
led. While many seem thrown in 
for show, a few entries are charm¬ 
ing, and a few contain vividly po¬ 
tent observations. One entry has 
the author quoting a friend on 
“his AIDS deathbed” telling him: 
“There was just no way I could 
have lived any differently — 
everything was inevitable and un- 
preventable.” The remark, 
Whitaker says, is both “terrifying 
and somehow thrilling at the 
same time.” 

Whitaker’s penchant for classi¬ 
cal literature is made known 
throughout the memoir with the 
liberal use of quoted material 
from the likes of Rimbaud, Pascal, 
Seidel, Kierkegaard, Thoreau, and 
Nietzsche. The author has careful¬ 
ly avoided any grandstanding

with the use of these noble gentle¬ 
men by making their ties to his 
own story both casual and essen¬ 
tial at the same time. It’s a delicate, 
precious mix, and Whitaker has 
skillfully mastered it. 

The author’s account is light 
on any intimate detailing of his 
emotionally complicated family 
life. Had it been explored more 
fully, this aspect would have made 
the memoir complete. He plainly 
admits associating his father with 
sex, but skirts any mention of sex¬ 
ual abuse. The few parental in¬ 
sights he does share are striking 
and poignant: “I used to fantasize 
about ringing my father’s doorbell 
and beating him senseless,” 
Whitaker writes. “(His) imaginary 
pain gives me little pleasure, but I 
don’t need pleasure: I need some¬ 
thing to compensate for not feel¬ 
ing loved by my father.” 

Before you think that this mem¬ 
oir paints the hustling trade a 
maudlin gray, it should be noted 
that Whitaker does pause to tell us 
that there were “wildly happy” 
times. He freely admits that the 
drugs were fun, the late nights ex¬ 
citing, some of the men were cute 
and some of the sex was interesting. 

Knowing this side to his story, 
if Whitaker could be accused of 
anything besides being a slut, he 
might be chastised for simply 
thinking too much. Anyone who 
agonizes this much about their 
chosen profession, illegal or oth¬ 
erwise, would do best to avoid it! 
But Whitaker doesn’t, and he ends 
up a pathetic crack addict sub¬ 
merged in a life of cyclical, anony¬ 
mous sex. And it is at this author’s 
lowest point, described in a mo¬ 
ment of drug-hazed hysteria, 
where he is most affecting. “Your 
body gives you no sign that you 
should stop — ever,” he writes. 
“There are times when I went for 
days without any sleep, doing lit¬ 
tle more than fucking and beating 
off — for money, for free, for lack 
of anything better to do, and be-

My Lesbian Husband: Landscapes 
of a Marriage by Barrie Jean 
Borich; Graywolf Press, $24.95 

M emoir has been the pre¬ 
eminent creative nonfic¬ 
tion style of the past few 
years. Add to the genre Barrie 
Borich’s new book, My Lesbian 
Husband: Landscapes of a Mar¬ 
riage. 

Borich takes the reader on a 
stream of consciousness journey 
through her 12-year relationship 
with her lover Linnea, and in the 
process elucidates what we used 
to mean when we declared “the 
personal is political.” She moves 
back and forth from year to year, 
signal event to signal event, expli¬ 
cating and analyzing what mar¬ 
riage might mean to a lesbian 
couple without the legal and so¬ 
cial approval granted to hetero¬ 
sexual couplings. 

Borich traverses the territory 
of commitment — the ultimate 
definition of marriage — and the 
love that must engender it. “Are 
we married?” she asks repeatedly 
of Linnea as she searches for a 
label to attach to her emotions 
and their life together. And in ask¬ 
ing the question for herself and 
her lover, Borich queries a key¬ 
stone of lesbian life — and per¬ 
haps straight life — as well. 

What makes a marriage? Is it 
love, commitment or society’s ap¬ 
proval? Borich details aspects of 
her life with Linnea as well as her 


relationship to others in her at¬ 
tempt to answer that question. 
She takes us through familial 
events — one brother’s an¬ 
nouncement of his engagement to 
the woman he loves; a family 
Christmas replete with all the het¬ 
erosexual couplings in her family 
— as part of her examination of 
how her relationship with Linnea 
is perceived and how she herself 
feels about the intrinsic validation 
that accompanies marriage. 
Would her life be different if she 
and Linnea were legally a couple? 
Would it alter the perceptions of 
all around them? Can loving an¬ 
other person and sharing one’s 
life with them mean marriage if 
there is no ceremony to accompa¬ 
ny it, no legalizing or sanctifying 
of the relationship? Can one ever 
be a “real” couple without those 
rituals — particularly when one is 
singularly aware that others (in 
this case, her two younger broth¬ 
ers) are given that privilege that 
one is denied? 

Borich’s lesbian home on Port¬ 
land Avenue in Minneapolis thus 
becomes a haven where lesbian 
marriage does indeed exist; the 
problems — and questions — 
arise once the couple leaves their 
lesbian haven. But as Borich crafts 
her narrative — in which political 
and personal events take on a 
range of significance from a trip 
to a car show to an altercation 
with a homophobic neighbor — 
the house on Portland Avenue 
serves as metaphor for the protec¬ 
tive nature of love and the re¬ 
demption it can offer. 


As the tale unfolds — shifting 
back and forth throughout their 
years together — Borich reveals 
things about herself and her rela¬ 
tionship. Borich’s partnering with 
Linnea has served to ground her 
(she’s a former substance abuser) 
and push her toward wholeness 
and the desire for healing from an 
earlier life in which she drifted 
aimlessly when she wasn’t out¬ 
right self-destructing. We learn 
that the first year of the relation¬ 
ship was clouded by the words of 
a psychic Borich had visited; Lin¬ 
nea was not the love of her life the 
psychic pronounced. Now Borich 
regrets and even resents having 
lost the taste and breadth of new 
love as she waited for the true 
lover to appear. 

Borich uses her relationship to 
broaden the political discourse of 
her narrative; she examines les¬ 
bian sexual politics — the butch- 
femme dyad, sex, serial non¬ 
monogamy. She also addresses 
larger political concerns — 
racism and violence, as well as 
homophobia and sexism. This 
reader tired a bit from the elegiac 
quality of the narrative; the unre¬ 
lieved nature of the paean to Lin¬ 
nea wears thin over time, and 
oddly, Linnea herself never really 
comes into focus. In addition, the 
relationship seems just a little too 
perfect — no fights, except in that 
first complicated year. How is 
such perfection achieved in the 
course of daily life and in the con¬ 
text of the vicissitudes of a social 
landscape in which lesbian mar¬ 
riage doesn’t actually exist? Borich 


I cause I just couldn’t stop.” 

Presently, whatever joy he took 
from his past as a hustler has ap¬ 
parently lost its appeal, as Whitak¬ 
er is now the assistant to the gen¬ 
eral director of the New York City 
Opera and has “cleaned up” his 
professional and personal lives. 
Insofar as the babbling medita¬ 
tions on the closing pages reveal, 
however, it’s painfully clear that 
he’s still miles away from any kind 
of internal vindication. T

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Turning Japanese 

Sankai Juku in Berkeley

M t first, I wait for the chore- 
Jfjl ography to draw me in. 
mm Failing that, I then hope 
the performers will. Finally, it is 
the movement itself, as it elabo¬ 
rates and accelerates, that con¬ 
nects me to the performance. I 
am riveted, yet also in a hypnot¬ 
ic trance, of two minds. The pace 
slows, and I am again waiting. 
While trying to concentrate on 
the performance, I am also at¬ 
tempting to analyze why I am 
having so much trouble doing so. 
The company is Sankai Juku, the 
internationally acclaimed butoh 
ensemble from Japan, which pre¬ 
sented its latest work, Hiyomeki 
(Fontanelle) by Artistic Director 
Ushio Amagatsu, at Berkeley’s 
Zellerbach Hall last weekend. 

The technical skill of the 
dancers was indisputable, and at 
times the choreography was sub¬ 
lime, but the ineffable quality 
that makes it possible to sit 
through the long, excruciatingly 
slow passages of butoh was miss¬ 
ing. On the surface, I could 
blame an inconsistent movement 
vocabulary which fails to engage 
me and lead me to another level, 
but I believe there are more com¬ 
plex issues to deal with. Butoh 
can have the power to magnetize, 
to demand participation in un¬ 
raveling the underlying mean¬ 
ings. However, if the key is miss¬ 
ing, we cannot unlock the door. 

I appreciate many aspects of 
the performance, from the beau- 
tifully elegant and simple cos¬ 
tumes to the set and lighting, all 
designed by Amagatsu. A large 
circular platform, not even half- 
a-foot off the floor, has a metal 
rim around its perimeter. Later, 
the shining ring separates from 
the platform rising in the air,

gradually tilting one way and 
then another, finally reaching a 
parallel equilibrium. The earth- 
colored shifts of four men are re¬ 
placed by a trio of white flowing 
dresses and then white shoulder- 
to-floor length panels tied along 
both sides, which convert to top¬ 
less costumes. The usual white 
body makeup delineates the 
movement against the dark back¬ 
ground, accentuating even the 
most minute finger gestures. 

Butoh dance was created in 
1959 by Tatsumi Hijikata as a re¬ 
action against traditional Japan¬ 
ese dance and theater forms, such 
as Noh and Kabuki. Since that 
time, it has branched out in 
many directions as various 
choreographers have shaped it by 
their individual inspirations. 
Paradoxically and ironically, 
Sankai Juku appears to be very 
traditionally butoh (with less 
Western influence than many 
other butoh performers), and 
seems a logical extension of the 


traditional forms it wants to 
rebel against. This seems to be 
the normal path for artistic evo¬ 
lution, as Western modern dance, 
too, has now arrived at the point 
where it acknowledges both visu¬ 
ally and verbally the debt it owes 
to ballet, the very form from 
which, initially, it was breaking 
away. 

The crux of the matter is cul¬ 
tural context. While we can ap¬ 
preciate, analyze and enjoy the 
art forms of other peoples on 
several levels, we cannot delve 
into deeper spheres, lacking the 
intimate familiarity with the his¬ 
tory and culture which is neces¬ 
sary for true understanding. If 
the culture is closely related to 
our own, the ability to grasp its 
meanings is easier. The West has 
been exposed to the Japanese art 
forms for well over a century, and 
there has been widespread im¬ 
pact of that aesthetic on all our 
arts, but we still lack the emo¬ 
tional comprehension of the 
utter repression of the individual 
in traditional Japanese society. So 
as I watch Sankai Juku, I am 
painfully aware that I am unable 
to comprehend many aspects of 
the piece, despite Amagatsu’s in¬ 
tention to show universal aspects 
of human existence. Even though 
butoh expresses the language of 
the body and is not encumbered 
by the traditions of Kabuki or 
Noh, it still remains Japanese, 
with all the attendant burdens of 
that culture. 

Art can transcend our differ¬ 
ences. It can be universal, but 
there’s no guarantee that it will 
succeed in being so, because 
nothing can be taken completely 
out of its context. If we cannot 
relate to the cultural milieu in 
which the work was created, we 
will inevitably miss at least part 
of the message. T 
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machismo, through the somewhat 
heretical feminization of what 
ought to be, by traditional Mexi¬ 
can cultural standards, a thor¬ 
oughly masculine visage. Is this 
merely a metaphorical portrayal 
of a virginal boy, no more offen¬ 
sive than a church icon? Or does 
this figure represent something 
much more revolutionary: an al¬ 
ready thoroughly deflowered Lati¬ 
no youth, veiled to lure the atten¬ 
tions of other, predatory males — 
a youth who wants to be mauled 
for the umpteenth time, his lips 
pried apart and forced to wrap 
around someone’s monster cock? 
His apparent sadness might be 
that of a youth torn by his queer 
desires and the recognition of his 
outcast status in Mexican society. 

To puzzle out the answer to the 
image, one must know Tino Ro¬ 
driguez and his body of work. 
Fortunately, opportunities to do 
so are near at hand, with showings 
of Rodriguez’s work first at 
Bucheon Gallery, located in art- 
trendy Hayes Valley, and shortly 
thereafter at Yerba Buena Center 
for the Arts, at the prestigious 
biannual group exhibition, Bay 
Area Now 2. 

Lust and fairy tales 

The Bucheon exhibition, a 
one-man show by Rodriguez en¬ 
titled Apocalyptic Innocence, fea¬ 
tures a host of miniature paint¬ 
ings, all realized in the artist’s sig¬ 
nature style, a formalist approach 
to bizarre and often deeply dis¬ 
turbing scenes. The works resem¬ 
ble Renaissance paintings in tech¬ 
nique and presentation, yet a clos¬ 
er look reveals decapitation, 
bloodletting, cocksucking, ass 
play, boys and adults flaunting 
their penises, rabbits and fairies at 
play, and demonic creatures with 
human torsos, erect, lustful, and 
sadistic — all rendered as in fairy 
tales. 

“It’s a formal style, yes,” re¬ 
sponds Rodriguez when asked 
about his approach, which he de¬ 
veloped mostly on his own, albeit 
with some training at the San 
Francisco Art Institute and else¬ 
where. “I’m painting in a very tra¬ 
ditional way a very nontradition- 
al subject matter. Like, one has 
someone sucking cock, and in an¬ 
other one someone’s sticking his 
finger up someone’s ass — in a 
beautiful Renaissance style. This 
kind of painting wasn’t even done 
in the Renaissance, and if it was, 
we’ll never see any of it, because 
they were burned by that guy 
Savonarola.” 

In one of Rodriguez’s minia¬ 


tures, “Forever and Ever,” a fanged 
monkey leers at a genteel, al¬ 
mond-eyed woman adorned in 
Elizabethan finery. The grotesque 
creature seems drawn not only to 
the woman’s body, but to her 
bodice. Behind the two stretches a 
hazy, verdant landscape, a sort of 
dreamscape. 

“We have a saying in Mexico,” 
says Rodriguez, who was born in 
Guadalajara and moved to the 
United States at age 12: “When 
you’re a monkey, even if you wear 
the fanciest clothing, you won’t 
stop being a monkey. Meaning 
people are what they are, regard¬ 
less of what they wear or how 
much money they have. I think 
this [‘Forever and Ever’] is a take 
on that.” 

His parents were not artistic, 
and had little education. The first 
art that captured his imagination, 
says Rodriguez, were the religious 
images adorning old churches in 
his native country, “paintings, 
murals, retablos, all the statues 
with glass eyes. I think all these 
images are somehow a part of my 
childhood — a lot of blood, a lot 
of suffering. But there’s a lot of 
magic too, all those cherubs and 
little kids.” 

Rabbit run 

Cherubs, kids, blood, erec¬ 
tions, and magic gardens are all 
reoccurring themes in Ro¬ 
driguez’s work. One of his signa¬ 
ture pieces in the Apocalyptic In¬ 
nocence exhibit, “The Golden 
Age,” a 10” x 14” oil on wood 
painting, depicts all of these ele¬ 
ments. It could be a fairy tale, but 
Rodriguez says it simply emerged 
from his imagination (he devours 
darkly poetic writings by Rim¬ 
baud, Genet, Bataille, Blake, and 
the like). A trio of rabbits dances 
in the scene’s foreground, their 
shadows visible against the myste¬ 
rious metallic ball behind them 
on the parquet floor, a manicured 
garden observable through the 
open-curtained window in the 
background. 

Why the inclusion of rabbits in 
this and so many other of his 
paintings? Rodriguez replies in 
typically blunt, forthright style: “I 
like them because they’re horny.” 

Rodriguez places a huge em¬ 
phasis on sexuality, both in his 
imagery and in his personal life. 
When he isn’t painting — and it’s 
rare that he isn’t, because he 
makes his living solely through his 
art, which requires enormous dis¬ 
cipline and working late into the 
evenings as exhibitions loom — 
he fully enjoys the boisterous 
company of fellow young artists 
and gay revelers. He’s a dancing 
fiend, particularly enamored of 
next page ► 
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techno-trance music, and on his 
nights out at house parties, art 
openings, bars and clubs, he ex¬ 
udes boundless energy, enthusi¬ 
asm, and lust. His rich laughter 
fills any room; in conversation, he 
displays a gentleness that seems at 
odds with his chosen themes, so 
often dark and disturbing. That 
gentleness can be seen in the faces 
he paints — so often modeled on 
his own handsome features. His 
subjects rarely smile; most often, 
they betray an odd passivity, 
whether they’re experiencing or¬ 
gasm or being beheaded, or they 
grimace in the throes of unspeak¬ 
able terrors. 

Why is there so much blood in 
his paintings? “Well, I’m Mexican, 
hello? I still have the pagan in me. 
It hasn’t been that far away, the 
sacrifices in the 16th century.” 

But one can’t help thinking 
Rodriguez is working through 
some very personal issues in his 
chosen subject matter. Of a self- 
portrait entitled “Broken,” he says, 
“That’s me after being slapped.” 

And who slapped him? “Oh, 
fuck, life. Actually, I was hoping to 
dedicate Apocalyptic Innocence to 
everyone who had hurt me, which 
is really kind of cool, because 
everybody else dedicates shows to 
people they love, their mom, dad, 
boyfriends, girlfriends, families, 
things like that. And I’m like, why 
can’t I just fuckin’ dedicate this to 
everybody who’s hurt me?” T

somehow to persevere. When three 
women are slaughtered at a dog¬ 
grooming store, Maris and Lauren 
are forced to confront brutality 
against women in a way that is vis¬ 
ceral and horrifying. On the way to 
a very clever denouement, we learn 
more about their relationships 
with each other, with professional 
colleagues, with friends and fami¬ 
ly. Altogether, Shattered Illusions is 
a very satisfying mystery, with 
enough twists to keep you guess¬ 
ing, and enough solidly drawn 
characters to keep you caring.

I s it possible that Kate Allen is 
attempting to show the danger 
and destructiveness of sado¬ 
masochism, under the guise 
of writing books that 
seem to celebrate the 
practice? Her 
fourth Alison Kaine 
mystery, lust a Little

$12.95), certainly 
seems to suggest 
just such an agen¬ 
da. Allen’s mysteries focus on the 
adventures (both in detecting and 
being tortured) of a Denver cop. 


With each mystery, however, Kaine 
seems to be getting more apolo¬ 
getic and significantly less confi¬ 
dent in her abilities, leading to a se¬ 
rious lessening of her detective 
skills. That lack of compe¬ 
tence seems to be di¬ 
rectly related to the 
abuse she suffers at 
the hands and, more 
often, tongue of her 
girlfriend, which is why 
I wonder at the 
agenda of Ms. 
Allen. That said, 
Just a Little Lie is 
an interesting combination of re¬ 
lationship angst, murder and sado¬ 
masochism. I find all the hitting 
and humiliation seriously distaste¬ 
ful, which may be why I’m hoping 
for an anti-sadomasochistic sub¬ 
text. If you lean toward leather, 
you’ll enjoy the behind-the-scenes 
gossip that Allen provides as the 
mystery unfolds at a leather con¬ 
ference.

Our persecutors may roam yet 
among us, but most know better than to attack us, because we are 
strong in numbers, and we know how to fight back. T

You can’t 
even eat breakfast, lunch and dinner 
when you want to. 

Can something be done to help make 
dosing schedules convenient? 


Of course, Agenerase is not perfect. 

Agenerase is not a cure and has not 
been shown to prevent transmission 
of HIV infection. At this time, 
it is not known whether taking 
Agenerase will slow the progress of 
HIV disease or help you live longer. 


We believe it can. We are Vertex 
Pharmaceuticals and we have created 
a new protease inhibitor. 

It was developed by a team of Vertex 
researchers - medicinal chemists, molecu¬ 
lar biologists, biophysicists - all working 
closely together. We used a method 
called "structure-based drug design" and 
computer modeling software to find 
potential drug molecules. Then we used 
a three-dimensional picture of the HIV 
protease structure and computer 
filtering tools to design a drug that 
would attach to HIV protease. 

Our new protease inhibitor is called 
Agenerase™ (amprenavir). It can 
be taken with or without food, so 
you can eat when you want to eat. 
(Just be sure to avoid taking 
Agenerase with a high-fat meal.) 
Take it twice a day, in the morning 
and evening. It stays in your 
system all day. 

Agenerase in combination with other 
antiviral medicines is for the treat¬ 
ment of HIV infection. This use is 
based on 24-week studies of its effects 
on viral load and CD4 cell counts. 


We know side effects are a major 
concern for people taking protease 
inhibitors. In clinical trials Agenerase 
was generally well tolerated. But 
there were side effects associated 
with the drug. The most common side 
effects with Agenerase are nausea, 
vomiting, diarrhea, rash, and a 
tingling sensation around the mouth. 
If these side effects occur, they are 
usually mild to moderate and tend to 
stop after a few weeks of treatment. 

You should know that high blood sugar, 
shifts in location of body fat, and a 
certain type of anemia have been seen 
in patients taking protease inhibitors, 
including Agenerase. Serious and/or 
life-threatening drug interactions and 
skin reactions have also been seen in 
patients taking Agenerase.

Please read this information before you start taking AGENERASE (pronounced ah-GEN-er-ase), and re-read it each time you 
receive your prescription, just in case something has changed. Remember that this information does not take the place of 
careful discussions with your doctor when you start this medication and at checkups. You should not change or stop your 
anti-HIV treatment without first talking with your doctor. You should tell your doctor about any drug you are taking or 
planning to take because taking AGENERASE with some medications can result in serious or life-threatening problems. 


What is AGENERASE? 

AGENERASE is a medication used to treat HIV infection. HIV is the virus that causes AIDS 
(acquired immune deficiency syndrome). AGENERASE is taken by mouth as a soft gel cap¬ 
sule or oral solution. It belongs to a class of anti-HIV medicines called protease inhibitors. 

How does AGENERASE work? 

AGENERASE is used only in combination with other anti-HIV medicines. When used in 
combination therapy, AGENERASE may help lower the amount of HIV found in your blood, 
raise CD4 (T) cell count, and keep your immune system as healthy as possible so that it 
can help fight infection. However, AGENERASE does not have these effects in all patients. 

What are the side effects of AGENERASE? 

Common side effects of AGENERASE are nausea, vomiting, diarrhea, rash, and a tingling 
sensation around the mouth. Severe or life-threatening rash has been reported. 

Contact your doctor if you have nausea, vomiting, diarrhea, or rash. Your doctor may be 
able to help you manage these symptoms. Your doctor will advise you whether your symp¬ 
toms can be managed on therapy or whether AGENERASE should be stopped. 

This list of side effects is not complete. Your doctor or pharmacist can discuss with you a 
more complete list of possible side effects with AGENERASE. Talk to your doctor promptly 
about any side effects you have. 

How should I take AGENERASE? 

Take AGENERASE exactly as your doctor prescribes it. The usual dosage for adults and 
adolescents (at least 13 years of age) is eight 150-mg soft gel capsules twice a day 
(morning and night), in combination with other anti-HIV medicines. 

AGENERASE can be taken with or without food. However, you should not take AGENERASE 
with a high-fat meal because this could reduce the effectiveness of AGENERASE. 

What should I do if I miss a dose of AGENERASE? 

To help make sure that your anti-HIV therapy is as effective as possible, be very careful to 
take all of your medication exactly as your doctor prescribed it and do not skip any doses. 

If you miss a dose of AGENERASE by more than 4 hours, wait and take the next dose at 
the regularly scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by fewer than 4 hours, take your 
missed dose immediately. Then take your next dose at the regularly scheduled time. Do not 
take more or less than your prescribed dose of AGENERASE at any one time. 

When your supply of AGENERASE or other anti-HIV drugs starts to run low, arrange to get 
more from your doctor or pharmacy. It is very important that you take anti-HIV drugs as 
prescribed by your doctor because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if one 
or more of the drugs is stopped, even for a short time. 

Can AGENERASE be taken with other medications? 

Protease inhibitors, including AGENERASE, may interact with other drugs, including those 
you take without a prescription. Before you take AGENERASE, tell your doctor about any 
drugs that you are taking or planning to take including non-prescription drugs. 

• You should not take any of the following medications with AGENERASE because 
serious or life-threatening problems could occur.* 

Halcion® (triazolam) Propulsid® (cisapride) 

Hismanal® (astemizole) Versed® (midazolam) 

Ergot medications (Cafergot® and others) Vascor® (bepridil) 

• You should also not take rifampin with AGENERASE because this drug reduces the 
effectiveness of AGENERASE. Rifampin is also known as: Rifadin® Rifamate? Rifater^ 
and Rimactane! 

• Serious and/or life-threatening drug interactions can also occur if you take AGENERASE 
with any of the following drugs.* If you need to take any of these drugs, your doctor may 
closely monitor the amount of drug in your blood to minimize potential problems. 
Cordarone® (amiodarone) 

Phenobarbital 
Dilantin® (phenytoin) 

Lidocaine 

Coumadin® (warfarin) 

(quinidine) Quinaglute® Cardioquin® Quinidex® 

Antidepressants such as Elavil® (amitriptyline), Norpramin® (desipramine), 

Pamelor® (nortriptyline), Tofranil® (imipramine) 

• Before you take Viagra® (sildenafil) with AGENERASE, talk to your doctor about possible 
drug interactions and side effects. If you take Viagra and AGENERASE together, you 
may be at increased risk of side effects of Viagra such as low blood pressure, visual 
changes, and penile erection lasting more than 4 hours. If an erection lasts longer than 4 
hours, you should seek immediate medical assistance to avoid permanent damage to your 
penis. Your doctor can explain these symptoms to you. 


• If you use birth control pills, talk to your doctor about choosing a different type of contra¬ 
ceptive, since AGENERASE may reduce the effectiveness of some birth control pills. 

• Because AGENERASE Capsules and Oral Solution contain large amounts of vitamin E, 
you should not take additional vitamin E while taking AGENERASE. 

• Special considerations:* 

If you take AGENERASE with Mycobutin® (rifabutin), your doctor will lower the dose of Mycobutin. 

If you take AGENERASE with Videx® (didanosine, ddl), take them at least 1 hour apart. 

If you take AGENERASE with antacids, take them at least 1 hour apart. 

Does AGENERASE cure HIV infection or AIDS? 

AGENERASE does not cure HIV infection or AIDS. At this time we do not know if 
AGENERASE will help you live longer or have fewer of the medical problems (opportunistic 
infections) that are associated with HIV infection or AIDS. Because of this, you must be 
sure to be seen regularly by your healthcare professional. 

Does AGENERASE reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

No. AGENERASE, as well as other anti-HIV medications, has not been shown to reduce 
the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual contact or blood contamination. Continue 
to practice safe sex and do not use or share dirty needles. 

Who should not take AGENERASE? 

Do not take AGENERASE if you have had a serious allergic reaction to AGENERASE 
or any of its ingredients. If you have liver disease, your dosage of AGENERASE may 
have to be adjusted. 

If you are allergic to sulfa drugs, you should inform your doctor. 

Can children take AGENERASE? 

Children from 4 to 12 years of age can also take AGENERASE. Your doctor will tell you if 
the oral solution or capsule is best for your child. Your child’s doctor will decide the right 
dose based on your child’s weight and age. AGENERASE has not been studied in children 
under 4 years of age. 

Can pregnant women and nursing mothers take AGENERASE? 

AGENERASE has not been studied in pregnant women and the risk to the unborn child 
is not known. Talk to your doctor if you are pregnant or if you become pregnant while 
taking AGENERASE. 

Mothers with HIV should not breastfeed their infants because HIV in the breast milk can 
infect the infant. 

What other medical conditions should I discuss with my doctor? 

Talk to your doctor if you are pregnant or if you become pregnant while you are taking 
AGENERASE. 

Also talk to your doctor if you have hemophilia or problems with your liver. 

How should I store AGENERASE Capsules and Oral Solution? 

AGENERASE Capsules and Oral Solution should be stored at room temperature and 
should not be refrigerated. 

Other information: 

This medication is prescribed for a particular condition. Do not use it for any other 
condition or give it to anybody else. Keep AGENERASE and all medicines out of the 
reach of children. 

Ask a healthcare professional any questions you may have about AGENERASE.

D irector Chi Chi LaRue orig¬ 
inally thought of it as Link 
2 Link, Part 3. And the rea¬ 
son it’s called The Final Link is 
that after this, there’s no farther 
they can go. Final Link takes the 
recent craze for fast cut, hyperac¬ 
tive, super-macho leather-accent¬ 
ed sex about as far as it can go — 
and, you’d think, about as long as 
it can go, too. This two-parter, dis¬ 
tributed by All Worlds Video, 
clocks in at an amazing, every- 
second-packed three hours. Its 
itinerary roams the canon of 
roughhouse sex, starting with 
both cop and prisoner/warden 
fantasies, bouncing through 
scenes that include dildos, piss 
and enemas, and culminating in a 
final orgy of such a time span and 
intensity that it could have been a 
movie in itself. Finally, this Cecil 
B. DeMillean extravaganza has 
what, to porn, consists of a cast of 
thousands: 34 guys, including 
most of the front-ranking names 
of butch porndom. 

Each half of Final Link is limit¬ 
ed to three scenes, which allows 
the action more breadth than 
usual. Also unusual is the absence 
of explanation. Don’t ask why 
Part One opens with a cop fanta¬ 
sy; or where you are when a trio 
of nearly nude patrolmen cruise 
through the ominous hallways of 
some subterranean fortress. Don’t 
ask how you got to a prison when 
a cellblock appears, why it later 
morphs into a sex club, or why the 
finale takes place on a stage. We’re 
not doing logic here, and besides, 
your senses will be so overloaded 
by the video’s unrelenting intensi¬ 
ty that these questions won’t 
come up ’til you’re wiping your¬ 
self down some time later. Call it 
Butch World, this dramatically 
back-lit sex realm of chain link 
and bars. It’s a well-traveled back- 
lot of gay fantasy; you’ll be at 
home here. 

Following a brilliantly edited 
opening montage of the video’s 
hotspots, the first scene is the cop 
fantasy, in which six policemen 
dirty-talk their buddies into some 
feverish cock-gobbling. They 
launch the video at an on-the- 
brink level that isn’t going to let 
up. Something else the cops start 
that doesn’t let up is the spitting; 
great gobs of saliva slink down 
cheeks, hang off lips, glob up on 
chins, get lapped up and swal¬ 
lowed. I’m not a fan of spitting — 
its resonances aren’t friendly. Sur¬ 
prisingly, neither is director Chi 
Chi LaRue, who declared in a re¬ 
cent interview that in real life, 
spitting grossed her out. When 
she’s doing a movie, however, she 
said, “I’m all about spit. I think it’s 
hot.” The reason was her “respon¬ 


sibility” to safe sex; the spit func¬ 
tions as a semen substitute. What¬ 
ever; there’s enough spit in Final 
Link to wash away the bullshit of 
our mayoral campaign. A lot. 

Scene Two is a cell block fanta¬ 
sy, a group jack-off that grows 
into a suck ’n’ fuck which is inter¬ 
rupted by Corey Jay, who gets 
jumped and gang-banged (much 
to his pleasure). A similar thing 
happens in Part One’s final scene. 
In this one, however, someone 
produces a dildo, which launches 
Jay and his buddies into some 
truly hair-raising feats with sever¬ 
al ever larger models. 

Part Two opens with some 
beer-swilling horseplay, which 
proceeds to a (thankfully) brief 
beer enema. This is followed by a 
piss scene, in which the action is 
somewhat compromised by the 
director’s compunction to remain 
within the law. Guys wet only 
themselves, and the golden stream 
never approaches anyone’s lips. 

Then there’s an incredible 45- 
minute orgy, which grows beauti¬ 
fully from a two-man tryst to a 
full ensemble blast-off that ends 
with a five-minute barrage of cum 
shots. You know how they talk 
about ensemble acting in the the¬ 
atre? Well, here’s a huge assort¬ 
ment of unbelievably sexy men 


working as one, a mass of 
writhing masculinity that revels in 
fantastic detail and incident, yet 
succeeds as a unison experience of 
great strength. Marcus Iron, Blake 
Harper, Kevin Miles and especial¬ 
ly Spike distinguish themselves 
here, with Spike providing a final 
orgasm that shoots fantastically 
across the crowd. 

Director Chi Chi LaRue is a 
mainstream director who has ad¬ 
mitted being out of his “set” here. 
Yet he’s been the perfect coach for 
his team, preparing the field for 
his players, and then trusting 
them to give their all. They give 
much more than that. Much cred¬ 
it, too, lies with LaRue’s produc¬ 
tion team. The videography of 
James C. Stark, the lighting by 
Paul Van, and the music by 
Thomas Lloyd all deserve to be 
singled out. And especially the 
editing, by Andrew Rosen. It’s of 
the fast cut frenzy style I usually 
abhor. Yet here it’s not too com- 
promisingly abrupt, but instead 
successfully in synch with the ur¬ 
gency of the players. Not to say 
that I couldn’t spend a lot more 
time in many of these scenes. But. 
Final Link is a flic of the unceas¬ 
ing I’m gonna shoot! variety, not 
the moan ’til morning brand. And 
it’s a bracing success. ▼

Personal plugs 

When I was an acting student 
(in the dark days before John 
Wilkes Booth became notorious 
for something other than his 
Hamlet), it was impossible to find 
scenes for acting class that reflect¬ 
ed my experience at all. The few 
lesbian plays that existed were 
generally of the suicide-in-the- 
last-act variety, hardly anything 
that made my lesbian heart soar. 
I was forced to play all heterosex¬ 
uals, all the time, and while I 
know that’s why they call it acting, 
I did long for a time when I could 
pick up a book of scenes and find 
at least one strong, nonsuicidal 
dyke. 

Enter the remarkable play¬ 
wright Carolyn Gage. I was lucky 
enough to help connect Gage and 
publisher Margaret Gillon. The 
result is Monologues and Scenes for 
Lesbian Actors (Odd Girls, 
$15.95), selections from Gage’s 
astonishing oeuvre. Her dozens of 
strong, funny, determined charac¬ 
ters are a gift to lesbian actors 



everywhere. Gage is a lesbian and 
a feminist, and her plays reflect 
her politics powerfully. She also 
has a wicked sense of humor that 
serves her reader well. A warning: 
although the selections from 
Gage’s full-length plays stand 
alone, they will make you eager to 
read, and even more eager to see, 
the complete plays. 


Victoria Brownworth, editor, 
writer, activist, B.A.R. columnist, 
suffers from a degenerative neu¬ 
romuscular disease. She refuses, 
bless her, to suffer in silence, be¬ 
cause she is painfully aware of the 
politics of healthcare and disabil¬ 
ity in our society. She has also ex-

perienced, first-hand, the insensi¬ 
tivity of the able-bodied in our 
own queer communities to those 
who are not perfectly healthy.

Lesbians on Disability, co-edited 
with Susan Raffo (Seal, $16.95), 
an exploration of the ways in 
which lesbians cope with being 
disabled in the lesbian communi¬ 
ties.
